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TURNING RASCALS OUT 
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THH GREAT SUOOESS 
PRESIDENT HARRISON, 

IMMENSE SERVICE WHICH HE HAS DONE 
TO THE SPOILS HUNTERS—MR. LODGE 
TRIES TO EXPLAIN. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—During the whole of 
‘President Cleveland’s Administration Repub- 
lican newspapers and Republican stump 
speakers were engaged in vigorously denounc- 
ing the President for his “great haste” in 
turning out Republican office holdera in order 
to fill their places with Democratic voters. 
This was particularly true of the first year that 
Mr. Cleveland held office—a time when many of 
his own party friends were roundly criticising 
him for being so slowin “turning the rascals 
out.” . 
| During the first year of President Harrison’s 
Administration, which ended last week, the Re- 
‘publican newspapers and orators have been re- 
Markably silent concerning changes in Federal 
officers. The reason for this silence is quickly 
found when one undertakes to get at the 
statistics of changes for the years ending 
March 4, 1886,and March 4, 1890, It isnot easy 
to get at the exact figures, for there appears 
to be a decided disinclination to go into details 
in the Post Office Department, where, under the 
yood Mr. Wanamaker, the headman’s axe has 

een swung by arms that never tire. If, however, 
the records of that department were opened 
tor inspection, they would show that, in round 
numbers, 83,000 Democratic Postmasters were 
kicked out between Murch 4, 1889, and the same 
date in 1890, to make room for as many Re- 
‘publicans, whose appointments did not have 
to be confirmed by the Senate. During the 
same period President Harrison gent to the 
Senate the nominations of 1,600 Republicans 
‘to take the places of an equal number of Presi- 
dential Postmasters. 

This makes a total of 834,600 changes in Post- 
masters for the first yearof the Harrison Ad- 
‘ministration, The number of messages con- 
jtalning nominations sent by Harrison to the 
Senate was an even 2,500. ne oe reg- 
ular army and navy promotions and the Post- 
‘masters there were, yer reac 1,200 nom- 
‘nations for other Federal officers in these mes- 
\jsages, SO that the grand total of changes In 
‘office made in President Harrison’s first year

ering the first twelve months of Mr. Cleveland’s 
Administration, there were, approximately, 
118,700 ge appointed Postmasters at places 
below the grade of Presidential Post Offices. 
The number of nominating messages sent to 
the Senate during that time by President Cleve- 
land was 1,862, containing the nomina- 
tions, in round numbers, of 900 Presiden- 
‘tial Postmasters, making 19,600 changes in 
‘Postmasters, Omitting army and navy promo- 
tions, there were also in these messages the 
nominations of approximately 900 other office 
sholders, making an aggregate of changes dur- 
ing Uleveland’s first year of 20,500. 

Under Mr. Cleveland’s Administration the 
Railway Mai) Service was not protected by the 
civil service laws. During the whole four years 
of that term just 1,999 changes were made in 
that important brauch of the Post Office De- 

*partment. The Rallway Mail Service was 

brought within the civil service rules on May 1, 
1889, under an order issued before Mr. Cleve- 
land retired, yet between March 4 and July 1 
of last year, under Harrison’s ideas of civil 
service reform, 2,434 changes were made in 
‘the Railway Mail Service, thus making, in five 
months, 435 more changes in that service 
‘under Harrison than were made in four years 
under Cleveland. 
' The Ratlway Mail Service appointments are 
not included in the comparative figures given 
for the first year of the two Administrations. 
If they had been taken into account, together 
with the hundreds of changes made in the vari- 
ous executive iepartments the difference in 
‘favor of Mr. Cleveiand’s Administration would 
have been very much greater than the 15,800 
which the figures show. * 


The action of the House in passing the Banks 
pill to allow the Commissioner of Pensions to 
appoint thirty medical examiners without the 
intervention of the civil service law and the 
Commissioners appears to have attracted 
enough attention in New-England in the light 
of Commissioner Rooseveit’s letrer declaring 
it to have been absolutely unnecessary and in 
direct violation of the law and of necessity as 
to call for an explanation from Mr. Henry 
Cabot Lodge. 

In an interview published a day or two ago he 
said that “the civil service reformers on the 
floor deplore the passage of the resolution with 
the clause exempting the examiners from civil 
service rules. But we could not get unanimous 
consent to strike out that clause, and s0 were 
helpless.” He then takes the trouble to add: 
“It is questionable whetber we could have de- 
feated the resolution, But if we bad done so 
that would bave defeated the whole proposition 
for this session. Knowing, as we all do know, 
how great the need of additional medical ex- 
aminers in the Pension Office 1s we could not 
afford to take the responsibility of attempting 
its defeat. Men are dying while their pension 
applications are waiting action for lack of these 
examiners. Two men have died in my own 
district this session before the Pension Office 
could get to their applications, No, it was that 
resolution or no more medical examiners, and 
60 we took the resolution, and I am perfeetly 
certain that we did right.” 

If Mr. Lodge, who knew all about the objec- 
tions to passing the resolution that. Mr. Raum 
wauted. had stopped to think a moment, it 
would have occurred to him that the with- 
drawal of the resolution, or its defeat on the 
day it passed, would not necessarily have de- 
feated it for the session. It was put through 
under suspension of the roles, and yet it had 
more than the two-thirds vote required. If the 
committee of which Mr. Banks is Chairman had 
waited for the turn of the committee to oall up 
the bill during the morning hour, it could have 
been amended without unanimous consent, and 
it could have been passed by a majority vote 
when amended. 

Itis incredible that Mr. Lodge failed to hear 
that Commissioner Raum had very positively 
expressed, to many members, his desire that he 
should be relieved from the restraints of the 
civil service law in making the thirty appoint- 
ments provided for in the resolution. 


Those New-York gentlemen who were per- 
mitted by the action of the Congrees to retain 
in their pockets the five-million-dollar guar- 


antee fund, and to escape several months of 
weary work in addition, ought to be willing to 
extend tothe Chicago promoters of the fair 
that is to be held in the “ Windy City,” tne as- 
gsurances of their sympathetic consideration. 
They are having a “high old time” of it, and 
they have yet scarcely begun. 

To begin with, the Chicago people employed 
Mr. Adlai Stevenson and Mr. George R, Davis 
to scour the country for votes in Congress. 
Those two gentlemen did excellent work, and, 
in fact, may be said to have laid the foundation 
for the success of Chicago in the Congress. 
Some weeks ago, when the anxiety of the Chi- 
cagoans led them to supplement the work of 
Stevenson and Davis, they employed Gen. John 
©. Black and ex-Civil Service Commissioner 
Thoman to come here an4 cultivate Chicago sen- 
timent. The retention of those two gentiemen, 
it is understood, cost about $500 weekly while 
their assistance was retained. Just as the vote 
that Stevenson and Davis had collected was 
about to be cast a crowd of useless tooters 
from Chicago, headed by the Mayor, swooped 
down upon the capital, heard the voting, and 
rushed back to Chicago in time to be made 
much of as the men who had secured the fair. 

Within a week another committee has ap- 
peared here, and, without any consultation 
with Davis, who knows wore about Chicago’s 
present needs than any dozen amateur commit- 
teemen, they have undertaken to tel) the spe- 
cial World’s Fair Committee just what is needed 
to put Chicago in the way of being successful. 
Although Davis was supposed to be Chairman 
of tne chief committees, there has been a new 
organization effected in Washington, of which 
L. J. Gagé is the Chairman, W. J. Onahan the 
Secretary, and Otto Young and Edwin Walker 
members, 

These gentlemen will to-morrow present to 
the special committee the bill that is to be 
ask @ for from Congress. It is substan- 
tiaily the springer bill. It will give the fair a 
national character by providing that there snali 
be two Commissioners for each State and Ter- 
ritory, tobe appointed by the President. In 
addition to this national management, there is 
to be a Board of Managers under # State charter, 
the State supervision being required in order to 
remove the objeetions of Carlisle and others to 
the granting of a national incorporation. The 
bill will call for an appropriation of $1,500,000 
to enable the Government to exhibit, and $109,- 
000 to enable the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay ail duties ou foreign exhbibita brought into 
this country for the fair. 

Last, but not least, the bill will provide for a 
ceremonial of opening on Oct. 14, 1892, but the 
fair is not to be actually opened until the fol- 
lowing May, when tt is to continue through the 
Bummer and early Fall. When the Dill is se- 
cured and it is taken back to Chicago it is 
probable that another new committee, to super- 
pede all the other committees, will be ready to 
claim the credit of all that has been done, and 
10 cause Davis still further to wonder why he 
ever embarked in so troublesowe a business. 


The uncertainty surrounding the disposition 
of the questions raised by the recent vonsider- 
ation of executive session matters makes it im- 


possible to forecast with any degree of ac- 
curacy the work of the Senate for thia week.

IS 1T JOHANN STKAUSS? 


A CLAIM THAT HIS NEPHEW IS THE 
ONE WHO WILL VISIT AMERICA. 


The American Musical League, which meets 
to-day in Cincinnati, has a strong membership 
in the Eastern oities. The delegates from 
Brooklyn and New-York will compose a body 
of eight selected musicians, headed by J. Hunt, 
the Casino’s favorite cornetist. 1t 1s under- 
stood that all the Eastern delegates are in- 
structed to oppose, owing to contract labor 
laws now in force in the United States, the 


landing of the Strauss orchestra. It is a fact 
that the New-York delegation has been in- 
structed to oppose the entrance here of the 
Viennese musicians. . 

There will be about eight hundred delegates 
present at the convention to-day. Secret notices 
were sent out to the different local musical 
unions of the country and they sounded this 
one note of warning, that the incursion of the 
Strauss orchestra would very materially de- 
crease the revenues of the big and famous 
American bands ana orchestras which annually 
contract for summer engagements all over the 
country. ‘ 

To illustrate this, some weeks ago, Signor C. 
A. Cappa, leader of the Seventh Regiment 
Band, was asked by a Detroit management to 
send on his schedule of prices for engagements 
to last from a week upward. ‘We wapt to 
make some comparisons as to figures,” read the 
letter Signor Cappa received. 

“The Seventh Regiment Band enters into 
cow parison as to prices for engagement with 
no band on earth,” was the reply sent to De- 
troit by Signor Cappa. 

The New-York delegates, as soon as the op- 
portunity is given, will attempt to introduce 
proofin the convention, which meets to-day, 
that a nephew of the celebrated leader of the 
Viennese orchestra, Johann Strauss, the author 
of the waltz music that has made him 80 popu: 
lar, is the one who is to import the foreign mu- 
sicians, The nephew’s name is Edouard Strauss, 
oe his compauy 1s said to include fifty musi- 
cians. 

The tour,according to the Protective Union del- 
@xates, is one which will play havoc with orches- 
tral receipts this Summer. Tbe places usually 
hearing Gilmore or Cappa during the Summer 
are Couey Island and Manhattan Beach, Buffalo, 
Detroit, Cineinnati, 5%. Louis, Kansas City, 
Denver, Portland, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
New-Orleans, and Galveston. 

The resolution to be offered at the Cincinnati 
convention provides that if the coming Strauss 
orchestra stands the test of an examination 
before experts all opposition will cease. One of 
the tests proposed is the playing at sight of one 
of Cappa’s overtures, and he has, it is said, 
about seven hundred of these alone in his ré- 
pertoire. 

It is also the intention of a large number of 
delegates to point out that where Gilmore and 
Cappa received $5,000 for a week’s service on 
their Summer tours, Edouard Strauss is expect- 
ed to take only $3,000. 





LUMBER YARDS ON FIR. 


A BLAZE THAT GAVE BROOKLYN FIRE- 
MEN ALL THEY WANTED 10 DO. 


One of the hottest fires the Brooklyn firemen 
have had to fight for many years broke out 
about 6 o’clock last night in Watson & Pittin- 
ger’s lumber yard on the Gowanus Canal, at 
the foot of Carroil-street. The flames got agood 
start before the engines arrived, ana they 
spread so rapidly that a second alarm was sent 


out, followed quickly by athird. This brought 
a@ score Of engines to the scene, but the Hremen 
could do nothing but keep the flames contined 
to the huge lumber piles on which they were 
feeding. 

A brisk breeze carried the sparks hundreds of 
feet away and threateved several rows of ten- 
ement bouses with destruction, but by hard 
work these houses and two barks moored in the 
canal near the yard vere saved. But the con- 
tents of the yard were destroyed, entailing a 
loss of $25,000. The firm was fully insured in 
the London and Liverpool and Globe Company. 
Henry A. Phillips and Thomas Redding, who 
owned stables on Carroll-street, suffered an ag- 
grecate loss of $1,200. 

The fire blazed for over two hours and at- 
tracted over 10,000 peuple from all parts-of 
South Brooklyn. They swarmed into the lum- 
ber and coal yards lining the canal and filled 
all the streets leading to the water. 

As far as is known only one person was in- 
jured. He was J. D. Foley, agea thirty-two 
years, of 143 Fourth-avenue. He fell from a 
pile of lumber and broke his leg. Anambulance 
took him to St. Peter’s Hospital.

THE RINGSTERS. 
DECENT CITIZENS OF HUDSON COUNTY 
URGED TO UNITE IN A MOVEMENT 


A feeling of indignation and resentment has 
been aroused among the citizens of Hudson 
County, N. J., by the recent revelations of elec- 
tion frauds before the Senate investiaating 
committee at Trenton. In most of the pulpits in 
Jersey City yesterday these frauds were made 
the theme of special addresses to the congregza- 
tions. Without exception the better elements 
of the voting population were urged to sink 
partisanship in patriotism, and combine forces 
for the overthrow of the common cnemy. 

At the Jersey City Tabernacle, at York and 
Henderson streets, where the congregations 
are always large, there was last night a throng 
which taxed the capacity of the large audito - 
rium to its utmost. The pastor, the Rev. John 
L. Scudder, who is an ardent ballot reformer, 
prefaced hig remarks with a denunejation of 
the corrupt ring at present in control of the 
City Government. Mr. Scudder said: 

* During the past few weeks Hudson County 
has achieved a most infamous notoriety. Re- 
cent exposures at Trenton proclaim the depths 
of political corruption to which we have igno- 
miniously descended. We are under the con- 
trol of a despieable and despotic gang of 
thieves and traitors. They are thieves because 
by fraudulent manipulation of the ballot boxes 
they steal away our lawful representation in 
the administration of government. ‘Lhey are 
traitors because they are breaking down our 
republican institutions and ruthlessly nullify- 
ing the soyereigu will of the peopie. Under 
their iniquitous rule the right of suffrage has 
degenerated into a oontemptible farce, As 
thieves and traitora their proper place is be- 
hiud the bars. or thelr conspicuous services 
to the State each one deserves a striped suit 
and a ball and chain. 

“YT know l express the sentiments of every 
patriotic citizen when I say that I am disgusted 
and humiliated beyond measure as 1 consider 
the outrageous frauds that have been perpe- 
trated in Hudson County during the recent 
election. The stench of this wholesale ballot 
box stuffing and illegal counting has extended 
across the entire continent—nay, it has en- 
tered every hamlet in these United States, 
through our ubiquitous press. I was born and 
bred in heathen lands and have witnessed all 
manner of human depravity, but I must con- 
fess that I never saw such rank heathenism as 
has been revealed in Hudson County during 
the = few years. Savaxes are saints in com- 
parison with these political rascais who infest 
our city and are systematically destroying its 
good name, 

“The audacious tampering with the ballot 
box during the Jast election is enough to make 
every self-respecting citizen blush all over and 
hide his head for shame. We must acknowledge 
with reluctance that we are no longer freemen, 
but only the dupes and siaves of a usurping 
minority of political bummers, 

“If these mon were foreigners and took up 
arme aguinst our Government, how quickly we 
should riddle them with shot and sheil; but be- 
cause they happen to be within the pale of 
citizenship we suffer them to plot against our 
liberties and Goliberateiy destroy our political 
rights. Now, an open foe we canall admire, 
but what is more detestable than a traitor in 
the camp? LIrejoice to see that popular indig 
nation against these villains is reaching the 
boiling point and that into the Hery crater of 
our wrath these ballotbox stuffers and corrupt 
officials sare now to be hurled without mercy. 
Let the criminals be punished with severest 
penalties. And if the officers of justice fail to 
do their duty, if they dare to defy the public 
will in this matter and continue to cringe before 
the traitorous ring that rules this city, I believe 
the time will speedily come when respectable 
citizens Will organize themselves into vigilance 
committees and take the law into their own 
hands, 

“TI sincerely hope no such extra-judicial 
measures will be resorted to, but I beilove the 
temper of an outraged public demands and will 
have justice. Pulpit, press, and popular indig- 
nation all proclaim that this evil bas gone far 
enough. The kind of pnysic this city needs is a 
strong allopathic dose of Jersey justice. But, 
fellow-citizens, we must do more than protest 
against this particular outburst of corruption 
and demand the prompt conviction ana re. 
went of these criminals. Pricking a boll is not 
purifying the blood, These disgraceful pro- 
eeedings will occur again unless we make a 
proper diagnosis of the disease and apply a 
suitable remedy. Tne remedy is twofeld: 

* siret—We need above all else at this time a 
genuine ballot reform law whose provisions 
shall be so sweeping and severe that further 
fraud at the polls will be an Impossibility. 
Without such a jaw ail our reformatory efforts 
will terminate 1p failure. Such alaw we may 
have immediately if the people in New-Jersey 
will rise to the occasion and speak out their 
winds to’theirrepresentativesat Trenton. Our 
Legislatire is now straining itself over this 
subject of ballot reform, but who can tell what 
kind ofa — ege this New-Jeraey Legis- 
lature willlay? Let our citizens make every 
effort to compel these lawmakers to give us a 
genuine reform bill. I would remind you, fel- 
low-citizens, that the present agitation is 
nothing less than a fightfor liberty. A quarter 
of a century ago we emancipated the slaves, 
Is it not high time we emancipated ourselves ? 
While we are about it, le} us thrust thé lance 
of ballot reform into tbe very bottom of this 
evil, for it manifestly requires heroic treat- 
ment. 

** secondly—After the enactment of suitable 
laws to prevent corruption at the polls and to 
insure an honest count, the respectable citizens 
must lay aside their political prejudices in 
tmounicipal affairs and combine to elect good 
men to ottice, irrespective of party affiliations, 
In Hudson County the decent people are cer- 
tainly in the majority. Why, then, In the name 
of common sense, do not the hetter elements of 
all parties combine and secure the atyle of gov- 
ernment they desire? Have we not made fools 
of ourselves long enought Have we not con- 
founded our political bigotries with patriotism? 
We can have pure government in Jersey City 
ifall the law-abiding citizens are willing to 
join hands, but we never can get it uniess we 
are Willing to pool vur issues and act in con- 
cert. Whatour pulpits and papers need most 
to-day is wholesome und emphatic advice to the 
better classes to unite their forcesin munici- 
pal politics. We must. throw to the dogs 
our petty partisanships and jealousics if we 
would gain a victory over the unscrupulous 
ring that bas cursed this city so long and 
grown increasingly defiant. Dividing our 
forces into separate camps snd lashing one 
another, while the common enemy is left to 
plunder and devastate the land, is the acme of 
stupidity. 

“What we need in Jersey City to-day is a 
great non-partisan movement, which shall in- 
clude the better viements of all parties and in- 
duce them to nominate and elect none but wen 
of integrity and high standing in the communi- 
ty. l believe the time is ripe for such a move- 
ment. The opportunity is ours; shall we im- 
prove it?” 


A MAIL THIEF OAPTURED. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 9.—For some 
months frequent complaints have been made 
of missing letters on the main line of the East 
Tennessee Railway, and Division Post Oftice 
Inspector Sharpe undertook to find the thief. 
As the result of the inquiry Mail Agent Tom 
M. Montgomery was arrested in this city to-day 
shortly after his train came in. On his person 
were found a decoy letter containing $2 and 
several genuine missives taken from the mail. 
Montgomery was brought before United States 
Commissioner Herpe and committed to jail in 
default of bond. He waived preiiminary ex- 
amination and was rewanced until Thursday.

The police have known for soms time that & 
skillful gang of forgers was operating in this 
city and vicinity, but so adroit were the offend- 
ers in their operations that to eapture them 
seemed almost an impossibility. Through lack 
of caution, however, John ©, Arthur, who is 
believed to be one of the gang, is now confined 
in the Old-slip station house charged with ob- 
taining about $600 from the Seaboard National 
Bank of 18 Broadway by means of forged 


Rem purporting to be drawn by Peter Van- 
enburg & Co., brokers in jewelry, doing busti- 
ness at 25 Whitehall-street. 

The story of the forger’s methods, as told by 
the bank people, is that last Wednesday Arthur 
appeared at the bank and presented to Paying 
Teller Edward J. Barger a check for $178, pay- 
able to the order of Edward Crane, purporting 
to bedrawn by Vandenburg &Co. The check 
bore the number 129, which was next in suc- 
cession to that of the last cheok drawn by the 
firm, and it was indorsed by the firm and by 
Crane. So the gg was handed over, and 
Arthur departed. About two hours later he 
again appeared and preseates for payment an- 
pape check for $208, purporting to have been 

rawn by thé same firm to the order of Charles 
E. Dutton. Like the preceding check, it was 
properly indorsed, and the signature appearing 
all right, the cash was again paid over. 

Two Gays later Arthur went to the American 
District Telegraph office in the Produce Ex- 
change. He desired the services of a messen- 
ger, and Superintendent Thomas McGovern de- 
tailed Patrick Conaty, whose number is 852. 
In the hall of the Exchange the messenger was 
directed by Arthur to go to the Seaboard Na- 
ages Bank and get the oash for a check which 

6 gave him, directing him to return to the Ex- 
chanye building. The check was presented by 
the boy for payment as directed. It was for 

3200, and was made payable to ‘“my- 
self,” and was signed by Vandenburg & 
Cy. It bore on the back: ‘Please pay 
messenger, 852.” The frequency of the 
checks 6nd the presence of the messenger boy 
rather excited the suspicions of ps paying 
teller, and before paying the check he sent a 
man to tind Mr. Vaudenburz, whose office is 
but 8 short distance away. Unfortunateiy Mr. 
Van Spee was away and the check was paid 

© the boy, who delivered the money to Arthur. 
The affair, bowever, 40 alarmed the teller that 
the next morning before going to the bank he 
called on Mr, Vandenburg and was horrified 
to learn that that gentleman had drawn no 
checks in nearly two weeks. 

The teller bad hardly reached the bank when 
Arthur calmly walked in and handed in a check 
for $247, made payable to the order of Raiph 
Mayers, and, like its predecessors, signed by 
Vanodenburg & Co, The special officer at the 
bank immediately took Arthur into custody and 
held him until an officer arrived from Old-siip 
station, to which the prisoner was taken. 

Arthur took his arrest coolly. At the station 
he gave his residence as Boston. He said he 
was twenty-four years of age and a bookvinder 
by occupation. When arrested the prisoner 
had but $5 on his person. Heis not known to 
the police, Arthur was arraigned in the Tombs 
Police Court yesterday morning, and was re- 
manded to await further developments,

GLOSCESTER, Mass., March 9.—The fishing 
schooner Grace Choate, from Portsmouth, ar- 
rived this. evening, having on board Capt. 
Horatio H. Lawson and six men of the 
sehooner Lizzie D. Small of New-York, who 
were rescued from a boat to-day fifteen miles 
southeast of Thatcher’s Island. Tne Small 
sailed Tuesday from St. John, N. B., with a car- 
£0 of piling shipped by Driscoll Brothers, con- 
signed to A. J. Murray. 

During a strong breeze from the north this 
morning, while the crew was on deck jibing' 


the mainsail, the cabin stove burst, setting fire 
to the vessel.

THE WATER REACHES THE HIGHEST 
POINT ON RECORD. 


NgW-ORLEANS, March 9.—The river in front 
of the city has passed up over the high-water 
line of 1874, and is now at the highest point on 
record, It isriaing from Cairo to the Gulf, 

News was received here this evening of a 
break which occurred in the upper end of 
Chicot County, Ark. The river wasa foot aud 
a half below the top of the levees at the place 
of the break, but the levees were built of sand, 
which caved suddenly. The crevasse is now 
40 feet wide and growing deeper and wider. 
The whole river front from the crevasse to the 
Louisiana line will undoubtedly be flooded 
within twenty-four bours, and also the whole 
of the Texas and Louisiana basin, including 
five parishes. 

Tho river at Arkansas City is 47.5 feet on the 
gauge above high-water mark, and a further 
rise of a foot is expected. The height of the 
water'is unprecedented from Arkansas to New- 
Orleans. 





A SWINDLING SALESMAN. 
Evmrra, N. Y., March 9.—A traveling sales- 
man named Jud Hilton has been detected in 
the act of swindling parties in the town of Big 
Flats, this county, by means of forged notes. 
Hilton traveled fer George A. Clark & Co., a 


wholesale tea bouse of this city, and when at 
home lived, with his wite and child, at the resi- 
dence of his father-in-law, M. C. Bennett, at 
Big Flats. The latter got Hilton out of two 
cases of forgery of notes sold to &. Leonard, 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western agent at 
Big Fiats, and the matter was hushed up. Hil- 
ton was flying bixh, and to meet the demands 
of atast life secured $350 of Frank Vieille, a 
farmer, on a forged note. When the fraud was 
exposed Hilton's arrest followed. 


AN OLD CHURCH BURNED. 
ALBANY, March 9.—The Second Reformed 
Dutch Church of Bethlehem, situated at Myers 
Corners, was burned this afternoon, entailing 
a loss of $10,000. It was built in 1841 on an

THE NATIVES ANXIOUS TO THROW OFF 
THE YOKE OF SPAIN—ANNEXATION 
TO THE UNITED STATES THE ORY. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Mareh 5.—There can be no 
question that it is the earnest wish of Cuba to 
be free from the galling yoke of Spain. The 
aspirations for freedom all centre in annexa- 
tion to the United States, The word is on every 
tongue, the subject of conversation every where, 
not secretly and in whispers, but openly at so- 
cial gatherings, in the streets, clubs, cafés. The 
liberal press has taken it up, and there have 
been quite a number of articles in its columns 
during the last six weeks, the burden of whose 
song waa annexation to Amerioa. 

It will not last long. The authorities have 
an effectual way of silencing such “ treason,” 
and in a wanner that admits of no argument 
La Union Constitucional, the organ of the 
Spanish party, in its issue of the 1st inst, calls 


upon the powers to crush this annexation talk. 
Under the caption of “ Illegal Propaganda” it 
Bays: 

“* With unaffected surprise we have observed for 
some time past that a part of the press which styles 
itself itdera’ Las been talkivug of the annvexation of 
the island of Cuba to the Republic of the United 
States of America, as if it were one of the simplest 
things in the world. Nevertheless, we have not 
wished to cal the attention of the authorities to 
this rare political phenomenon, for two reasons: 
first, because we hoped that the periodicals referred 
to would consuif prudexce aud recede mortu 
erepre from this dangerous ground, and secondly, 

ecause we also supposed that the authorities 
would of their own accord do what was fitting to 
their mission and duties, vurselves avoiding the 
task little to our liking—that of accusers, Un- 
fortunately the double anticipation has proved de- 
ceptive, since neither has the annexationist press 
modulated the tone of its propaganda, nur have the 
authorities taken, as they ought, any steps to pre- 
vent such unpatriotic and punishable occurrences.

‘“*No! the aspiration of Caban annexation to the 
United States is 4n artificial aspiration, criminal 
and by no means can its mn meg be consented 
to. In reality in this aspiration is contained that 
of indevendence, and to seek independence is pun- 
ishable according to the Penal Code. * * * 
Would the Government consent tu a pesyeasnte ot 
separation? Would the Ministers allow the papers 
to discuss the benefits of Cuban independence! We 
do not believe it, Since this is so, why, then, do 
they allow annexation to be discussed when itis 
only another form of separation? 

** We give warning in time. The{Government may 
still take measures to prevent the continuauce of 
the shameful spectacle that we now see. If it is 
necessary to proceed to measures of persécution 
and force, proceed without vacillations or weak. 
nesses, jet there be no stop at certain kinds of 
threats. * * * Letthe authorities consider that 
it is a question of the sovereignty of Spain in these 
——— and they must convince themselves that, 

owever broad, ample, and absolute may be tie 
political ge here enjoyed it Ccanpot be allowed 
to go to the point of thinking to diminish, in the 
least, the rights of the nation over this part of its 
territory.” 

It is probable that these annexation articles 
will svon be stopped, and in the manner sug- 
gested above. Indeed, it is a matter of sur- 
prise that they have been permitted to appear 
atall. A storm is gathering here, but it will 
not break unless the Cubans are promised the 
active help of the United States. This is what 
they are hoping and sighing for, and Senatur 
Vad)’ s resoiution has infused a new life into the 
feeling. 

The Cubans have money, but no organization, 
(this was the trouble in their last revolutida;) 
men, but no leaders; streneth, but no stamina. 
On the other hand, the Spaniards have entire 
possession of Wy | branga of the Government. 
Their army io the island is composed of 56,000 
men. The officers are from the old country, 
with very few exceptions, there being, I bave 
understood, but two who are of Cuban birth 
and lineage, and the privates are Spaniards to 
aman. The natives have practically no share 
in the Government. The offices are the refuge 
for the scions of broken-down Spanish families, 
who come out here to mend their fortunes and 
do it by breaking all the laws in the Decalogue. 
The Spanish officials in Cuba are among the 
most corrupt in the world. 

Cuba bears the burden not only of such a 
Government, but of the coste of Spain's at- 
tempts to crush the revolutions her tyranny 
has faised. To this day this devoted island is 
paying the debt ber mother incurred iu her en- 
deavors to crush the uprising which ended in 
the independence of Mexico, and also the costs 
of Spain’s share in France’s abortive attempt 
against that country in 1863, as well as the ex- 
penses of putting dewn the several revolutions 
in Porte Rico, and how much is paid directly 
into the Spanish Treasury ne one knows. 

Outside of Havana there is no mixing socially 
between the Spaniards and the Cubans. In the 
provinolal cities they are practically two peo- 
ples, each with its own clubs and ita own social 
gayeties. At the balis of the carnival season, 
at which several hundred people may be pres- 
ent, there will not be one Spaniard in the room, 
and vice versa. 

We buy buy Cuban’s sugar, whichis her life, 
and we feed her. It may well be questioned 
whether her population is of a character to 
make good citizens. During the civil war 
their sympathies were entirely with the South, 
aud the fleelipg then so strong exicts tv- 
day. ‘they wish to be a Southern State and 
would be a Democratic one, . 

Singularly enough, the Spanish planters sre 
at one with the Cubansin their desire to see 
tue island United States property, because they 
see that their best interests would be thus sub- 
served, and under the present Government 
ruin is always at their door. It is generally 
believed that, should the present Congress 
make free raw sugar, Spain would impose an 
additional export duty on that hey eae @ duty 
which already bears heavily on the industry of 
the island,

HONORING HERE BOETTIOCHER, 


DECORATION OF THE ORDER OF THE } 


BLACK EAGLE GIVEN HIM. 


BERLIN, March 9.—To mark the anniversary 
of the death of his grandfather, Emperor Will- 
jam I., the Emperor tu-day sent an aide-de- 
camp to Herr von Boettioher, the Minister of 
the Interior, with the decoration of the Order 
of the Black Eagle, 

Accompanying the decoration was a letter in 
the Empoeror’s own handwriting, in which he 
associates the honor with the memory of the 
late Emperor, to whom he refers as the pioneer 
of the social reform movement, which, he says, 
he has resolved to pursue with all persistence, 
In his efforts to carry outthe desired reform, 
the Emperor says he has found Herr von 
Boetticher his main supporter, and he further 
expresses his warm acknowledgments of the 
Minister’s services to the State, assurss him of 
his full contidence and appreciation, and says 
he hopes the bestowal of the decoration will 
spur him on to further work in the same cause, 

The incident is much remarked in connection 
with the rumors that Herr von Boetticher will 
succeed Prince Bismark in the office of Chan- 
cellor. 
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DEDICATING A MAUSOLEUM. 

BERLIN, March 9.—The Imperial Mauscleum 
at Charlottenburg was dedicated to-day. The 
route to the tomb was lined with sightseers, 
who respectfully uncovered their heads as the 
imperial party passed on its way to attend the 
ceremony. 

The services were of an impressive character. 
They were oonducted by Court Chaplain 
Koegel. The Knights of the Black Eagle were 
present, headed by Count von Moltke. Prince 
Bismarck was absent, Before returning to the 
palace the Emperor and members of his family 
placed wreaths upon the coftins of Wililam and 
Augusta, which were completely hidden from 
sight by the quantities or fresh flowers that 
were heaped upon them. 


CLAIMS AGAINST PORTUGAL. 

LONDON, March 10.—The Standara’s Lisbon

A MYSTERIOUS PRISONER, 


WHO CLAIMS TO BE AN OFFICER OF 
THE NAVY. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—The man arrested 
late yesterday, just after having made an un- 
successful attempt to pass a forged check fora 
small amount en the National Security Bank, is 
still a prisoner at Police Headquarters, and is a 
puzzle to all the officers. They think he is an 
accomplished bank sneak and forger, but they 
admit that they do not know who he is, 

When the man was first arrested he gave the 
name of Charles J. Mitchell, and claimed to be 
the owner of an extensive sheep ranch in Mon- 
tana.

ADAMS'S FRIENDS FAVORED 


—_—-—- 
WHEREUPON THE ORGAN OF 
“THE GANG” ROARS. 
QUEER WORK ALL AROUND IN THE 
EFFORT TO CLEAN BROOKLYN’S 

NASTY STRERTS. 


The action of City Works Commissione# 
Adams in awarding the contract for cleaning 
the streets of Brooklyn and removing the 
ashes to Cranford & Valentine at a price 
$130,000 in excess of that at which another 
firm offered to do the work bas excited a great 
deal of adverse criticism during the past fow 
days. Observers could not help but recall that 
it was to this firm that Mr. Adams gave & con- 
tract for work on the extension of the water 
works system, in spite of the offer of a reputa- 
ble firm to do the work for over $230,000 less 
than Cranford & Valentine were to get. 

The frightful condition in which the streets 
are at present led many to think that Commis- 
sioner Adams had done the right thing, in view 
of his explanation that he had so acted be< 
cause the lowest bidder was not a responsible 
party. But they overlooked the fact that thas 
lowest bidder had furnished good security for 


bis performance of the contract from whom the 
city could have recovered damages in case of a 
breach. ! 

Every one was prepared to hear that there, 
wasa jobinthe thing outof whichsomeone was , 
to make money, but they thought it was &@ po- | 
Ntical foo. They were very much surprised, ' 
therefore, to read a double-leaded editorial in. 
yesterday’s edition of the ring organ, the Ctti-; 
zen, in whieh an investigation of Commissioner 
Adams’s conduct was emphatically demanded | 
and bints of an inquiry by the District Attor-. 
ney's office were thrown out. The article pokes’ 
fan at Adame’s assertion that the lowest bid- 
der, Cassidy, was not responsible, but 1¢ de 
nounces as illegal his claim that under the law, 
he had to make “acontract” for both streos, 
cleaning and the removal of ashes, and so had 
to give Cranford & Valentine both jobs at their 
bid of $1,251,000. ‘This legal technicality was 
discovered only a fewdays ago, apd in dis- 
cussing it the Cilizen says: 

‘Granting thatthe law is as the Commissioner 
says itis, which we do not believe, the fact remains 
that when the bids were invited it was distinotly 
stated that thecbida for street cleaning and the I6- 
moval of ashes, respectively, were to be treated as 
separate subjects, so that when the Commissioner 
discovered the law to be what he now thinks it, 
common fairness made it his duty to return the 
several bids unopened and give all the competiters 
an equal show under the new interpretation of the 
statute. Why he did not do this he fails to tell. 
The fact that he misled some of the bidders by his 
specifications calling for distinct bids for each 
branch of the work is obvious, bat of his omission 
to put them all on equal terms of knowledge when 
he discovered his error he has not a word to say.’ 

But there was another bidder, John H, 
O’ Rourke, whose bid was lower than that of 
Cranford & Valentine, and who, as the Citizen 
says, ‘“‘bad to be put out of the way, but on 
what hypothesis it was done has not been ex< 
plained.” Continuing, the Democratic organ 
says: 

“ What appears is that in order to give the con. 
tract to the successful firm an entirely new inter- 
pretation of the law had to be adopted, while at the 
same Lime two lower bidders were passed over, 

“This performance is all the more remarkable be- 
cause this is not the first time that Commissioney 
Adams has found reason for singling out the sam 
firm for exceptional treatment. On the 10th o 
December last Cranford & Valentine were award 
contracts by him to the amount of $1,445.956 for 
work on the new aqueduct, though then, as now, 
they were not the lowest bidders.” 

After going over this old aqueduct scandal, 
which was treated of in Tur TIMES when it 
came up, the mouthpiece of Commissioner 
Adams's party concluies as follows: 

‘* That is to say, Commissioner Adama, by reject- 
ing the lowest bidders on these two not widely-sep- 
arated occasions, in which Cranford & Valentine 
cut 60 notable a figure, has agreed to pay $356,- 
816 70 more for puplic work than was calied for by 
the proposals before him. In the light of these fig- 
ures, Can any man in his senses deny that Commis- 
sioner Adams owes the public something very 
much more explicit in the way of ap explanation 
than he has yet presented?” 

The reason for all this abuse is that several 
influential Democratic politicians were backing 
Contractor O’ Rourke, among them the owners 
of the Citizen, Delmar,#Nevins & Co, Still oth- 
ers were working for Cranford & Valentine, 
and these were Commissioner Adama’s friends, 
Poor Cassidy had no influence, so his low bid 
might as well have been withheld. The friends 
of O’Rourke and those of Cranford & Valen- 
tine were assured that one should have the 
street-cleaniug contract and the other the job 
of removing the garbage, but at the last minute 
the wily Adams found that he must make “a 
contract,” so he gave his own friends the entire 
work, and the Delmar crowd, for a change, gos 
left. 

In the meantime any resident of this city 
who thinks the streets are dirty should goto 
Brooklyn and = to make his way, dry shod, to 
the City Hail. He would find that not an inch 
of snow or dirt has been removed from Fulton- 
street since the recent storm except a small 
quantity in front of the big stores. That work 
Was performed at the personal expense of the 
owners of those stores, 

Commissioner Adams admits this, and calmly 
adds that the appropriation for the year is ex- 
hausted and that no street cleaning will be 
done until after Aprill. The mud on the main 
streets no\is two inches deep, and another 
snowfall would make it about as deep again. 
Another blizzard would leave the city at the 
mercy ot the street car companies for means of 
walking to and from their homes, 





ADRIET IN A DORY. 


TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF TWO SAILORS 
LOST IN A FOG. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., March 9.—The schooner 
Blanche, which has arrived from the Grand 
Banks, had on beard Edward Fogarty and Will- 
iam Wilson, members of the crew of the schoon- 
er Nellie G. Thurston, who were picked up in 
a dory. They went adrift Feb. 27, while 
attending trawls during a thick fog. 

The weather continued thick five days, during 
which time they sighted a steamer anda brig, 
neither of which saw them. Their feet, hands, 
and tongues became swollen, and they lay in 
the dory and prayed for death to relieve their 
sufferings. They had three raw fish in the 
dory, which they tried toeat, but were made 
sick. They became delirious and about made 
up their mirds to jump overboard and end 
their suffering When the Blanche rescued 
them they could not have survived much 
longer. During the time they were astray the 
weather was very cold, and Capt. Frazier ‘says 
the men must have had tron constitutions to 
endure the exposure so jong. 

They have somewhat recovered, but their 
hands and feet are badly swollen. They were 
rescued 150 miles from where they went 
astray. 





BIGGEST STEEL FLUME& IN AMERICA. 

SPOKANE Fa.tis, Washington, March 9.—Ne 
gotiations have been completed and a contract 
has been let for the building of the 
longest and largest steel flume in the coun- 
try. It will bo built by a company ot 
Spokane capitalists, which has been in- 
corporated under the name of the Spokane 
Hydraulic Mining Company. The flume will 
be animmense steel pipe four and one-half 
miles long, carrying water from the old Cali- 
fornia ditch, at the beaa of Pritchard Creek, in 
the Ceur d’Alene mining district, above Muar- 
ray, to the Old Wash gold diggings. 

When the flume is completed it will be one 
of the greatest feats of hydraulic mining 
engineering ever attempted. The flume will be 
made of heavy steel pipe, twenty-two inches in 
diameter. It will give a tremendous pressure 
and will reopen some of the old placer mines, 
which are the richest in Cwur a’ Alene.

LOT OF ENTRIES I 

ALL OLASSES. 

THE ENTRIES FOR THE CUP AND THE 
CHAMPION STAKES5—-NEWS OF THE 
RUNNERS AND TROTTERS. 


With the possible exceptions of the entries of 
Theodore Winters and L. U. Shipper of Califor- ‘ 
nia, which may be in the delayed mails, Secre- 
tary Crickmore of the Monmouth Park Asso- 
ciation has received all the entries to the stakes 
tolerun over tho new track next Summer. 
They number 3,095, as against 2,929 received a 
year ago. The two-year-old stakes show a gain 
over last year, as also do the races for horses 
of all ages, while there is a falling off in the 
races for three-year-olds. The cause of the 
falling off in this division is hardly explicable, 
for last year’s two-year-olds were so evenly bal. 
anced a lot, with the exception of El Rio 
Rey, that they defeated one another with 
exasperating regularity. El Rio Rey may be 
the horse responsible for keeping Owners ani 
trainers out of these stakes. Up to Saturday 
evening Mr. Winters had not entered his cham- 
pion in any of the stakes, a fact due possibly to 
the detention of the Pacifio coast mails. If it 
should turn out that this famous colt has not 
been named for any of these stakes there will 
be weeping and wailing among some owners 
and trainers, as it is certain that Gregory, 


Reclare, St. Carlo, Chaos, Leighton, Blackburn, 
June Day, Judge Morrow, Riley, Prodigal Son, 
and Raperta will not be the oniy stake winners 
jn the eer Le casi class. Hardly one of them 
is What may be called first-class, and the chances

A notieeable feature of the nominations is 
the absence of some of the Western owners 
who have announced during the Winter that 


they were coming East to sweep the deck with 

Those who have come East in 
the past, after successes at such tracks as 
Nashville, Memphis, Louisville, Lexington, and 
Latonia, have found that, as arule, the Eastern 
horses were too high class for their nags. They 
could win in the West, but in the Hast were 
unable to get even a small slice of the 
money from the stables making this section 
thelr headguarters. Many of these owners 
have therefore decided to remain in the West, 
and after racing throngh the circuit above ré- 
ferred to, will campaign at the Washington and 
West Side Parks in Chteago, at St. Paul, Kan- 
sas City, and St. Louis. — What little racing 
they do m the East will be confined to tbe 
Saratoga track, where they will have a better 
chance than in competition with the high-class 
horses they would have to meet hereabout.

Those 
will be big enough for the average selling 
later, which isn’t worth a dollar more than the 
rst-named sum.

The city pool rooms have opened up again, 
and many were in full blast during the last two 
days of last week. Their mauagers profess to 
be doing only a “commission business’ on the 
races at Cilfton and Guttenberg. It was gen- 
erally believed that they would remain closed 
until after the legislative committee had fin- 
ished its investigation of the various city de- 
partments.

TO PROTEC 
| TWHNTY-NINE BILLS BHEEOBE 
THE LEGISLATURE. 
A PROPOSITION TO CODIFY AND REVISE 
ALL THE LAWS RELATING TO THE 
SUBJECT NOW IN FORCE. 


ALBANY, March 9.—Twenty-nine bills relating 
‘to the game laws of New-York State have been 
introduced in the presént Legislature up to 
date. The one that is apparently regarded with 
most interest by sportsmen is Senator Cogge- 
@hall’s, which provides for the revision and codi- 
fication of all the game laws now on the statute 
books. It establishes a commission to perform 
the work, composed of three persons, one to be 
selected by the Attorney General from his as- 
sistants, another by the Commissioners of Fish- 
erles from among their number, and the third 
to be &@ member of the New-York Society for 
the Protection of Game, to bo named by the 
society. 

This commission must revise and codify the 
game laws and report to the Legislature on or 
before Jan. 15, 1891. The compensation of the 
Commissioners Is fixed at $3 a day each for 
actual service, and $5,000 is appropriated by 
the bill to meet the cost of the work. On the 
subject of the Coggeshall bill Senator Emerson, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Fisher- 
— Game, said to THE TIMES'S correspun- 

ent: 

**T oonsider the outlook for the codification of 
the game laws of the State exveedingly good. 
There are now so many of these laws that their 
discovery and enforcement isa difficult, and 
transgressors flourish accordingly. The people 
are fast awakening to the necessity of pro- 
tecting the game, this feeling being espe- 
cially strong in Essex, Clinton, Warren, aud 
neighboring counties. The goou results 
of a law well enforced have already 
been seen in the Adirondacks. since 
pot hunting was stopped in that region deer 
bave become more plentiful than ever, aud the 
supply is seund to increase rapidly. Is it not 
reasonable to suppuse that, if all the laws re- 
lating to game were revised and printed in such 
@ manner that their provisions might easily be 
understood by tuose charged with their en- 
forcement, the result would be generally bene- 
ficiai? There are grand possibilities in the Em- 
pire State fur honest sportsmen which codifi- 
cation alone can bring about, and I earnestly 
hope the bill will become a law.” 

Mr. Treadway, Chairman of the Assembly 

Fisheries and Game Committee, is also in favor 
of the proposed codification law. He refers to 
the increase of deer in the Adirondacks since 
pot hunting was made unlawful, aud declares 
unhesitatingly that the game interests of the 
State can only be thorouguly conserved by re- 
vising the laws and getting them in shape for 
prompt enforcement, 

There appears to be some difference of opin- 
ion in the Assembly Committee on Fisheries 
and Game regarding the relative merits of two 

bills framed for the pgeservation of fish in the 
St. Lawrence River, Lake Ontario, and other 
lakes and rivers. One of these is by H. J. Lane 
of Jefferson County. It prohibits tne taking, | 
except with hook and line, of any fish, except 
minnows, in Lake Ontario, on the Amer- 
ican side, for three miles from the mouth 

of Niagara Kiver or Onondaga, Oneida, 

Seneca, or Cross Lakes, or their outlets or 
the tributaries or the American waters of the 

Niagara River above the Falls, In the Hudson, 

below the Trey dam, and in Lake Ontario 
waters not specified avove, except Great Sodus 

Bay, Port Bay, East Bay, and Henderson Har- 

bor, and alse except in Lake Champlaiu during 

October and the tirst tifteen days in November, 

aud in the Walkill River, eels and suckers may 

be taken during March, April, October, and 

November with fyke nets, whose meshes shall 

not be leas than oneinch. Sueokers, bullheads, 

and ciscoes may be taken in Buonaparte’s 

Lake, Lewia County, with gill nets, during No- 

vember and December, according to this 

measure. 

Mr. Hitt’s bill provides for the preservation 

of tish ‘in the American waters of the St. Law- 

rence River anu of thai part of Lake Ontarto 

within one mile from shore between the mouth 

of the 8t. Regis River and the boundary line 

between the towns of Lyme and Cape Vincent, 

in the county or Jefferson, and also in tne 

waters of Henderson Bay and Lake Ontario 

within one mile from shore, between the most 

westerly puint of Pillar Point and the 

boundary line between the counties of 

Jefferson and Oswego, and also in the 

American waters of all bays, channels, 

creeks, inlets, and tributaries thereof, or other 

parts of such river and of Lake Ontario within 

the limits designated above, or within one mile 

from theshore of any island in Lake Ontario 

which is a part of Jefferson County, and to the 

inland waters of said Jefferson County.” An- 

giing in or taking in any manner any fish ex- 

cept eels, bullbeads, suckers, or sturgeon from 

the above-mentioned watera from Dec. lof each 

year to May 20 toliowing is torbidden, and at 
ull other times line and hook must be 

employed except for sturgeon and. eels. 

If an angler should capture a Diack bass 
weighing less than half a pound, or a 

muskallonge weighing less than three pounds, 

he is obiiged by this bill to return the prize to 
the water, using due care not to kill or injure 

it. Minnows may be caught with nets from 
May 20 to Dee. 1, provided the nets are not set 
and that any game fish caught are thrown back. 

The placing of poisonous substances or ex- 
plosives in the water is expressly forbidden, 

as is the oarrying by any person or common 

carrier of fish unlawfully caught. eae 2 

The penalty for violation ts a forfeiture of 
$100 and $25 additional for each fish taken or 
held. ‘he owners of fish nets are subject to the 
penalties imposed by this law. Any net or un- 
lawful device for catching fish may be seized by 
any person and taken before a Justice of the 
Peace or a County Judge, who shall issue a 
summons to all persons interested to appear 


not be destroyed. Sheriffs, their deputies, con- 
stables, and fish and game protectors are em- 
powered to arrest violators of the law without 
warrantsif they are apprehended in the act of 
fishing unlawfully. : 

Senator McCurren of Kings has a bill pro- 
hiviting the killing 1n Queens and Suffolk Coun- 
ties of ‘partridge, quail, hare, or rabbit, from 
Jan. 15 to Nov. 15. The other game bills which 
cut any figure are summarized as follows:

River; also a bill providing that shad. shall not be 
taken from the Hudson River by any device what- 
ever “from Saturday, 12 noon, to Sunday, 12 mid- 
night,” between March 15 and June 15 in each 
year. 

By Mr. Townsend of Queens, prohibiting the use 
of any device except hook and line for the capture 
of menhaden or other fish in Jamaica Bay, shrimps, 
killies, eels, and shellfish excepted. 

By Mr. Dempsey of Oneiia, making it lawful to 
kill wild deer in the State from sunrise Aug. 
16 to sunset Nov. 15 in each year, no one person to 
kill more than three deer. The hunting deer with 
dogs in St, Lawrence or Delaware Counties at any 
time is made punishable by a fine of $100. Deer 
may be hunted with dogs in Queens and Suffolk 
only furing the first ten weekdays of October in 
each year, The lawful season for pursuing deer 
with dogs in the other counties shall commence at 
sunrise, Sept. 1, and end at sunset of the last day 
of September of each year. The killing of fawns or 
of female deer by driving them into the water by 
dogs at any time is made a misdemeanor.

veying land and laying out mapa. By taking 
photographs from two points of view at known 
distances apart, the distances and location of 
all objects beyond are very easily determined, 
and a map of remarkable accuracy is ovtained, 

The perspective of the panoramic pictures is 
very peculiar, Jooks distorted when the picture 
is laid out flat, but when it is bent in the form 
of a circle the correct view is observed.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


PROF, JOHNSTON'S HISTORY. 

THE UNITED STATES. ITS HISTORY AND 
CONSTITUTION. By ALEXANDER JONNSTON, 
late Professor of Jurisprudence and Political 
Economy in Princeton College. New-York: 
CHARLES SCRIBNEk’S SONS. 

This history, the work of the late Prof. 
Johnston, is a model for its clearness and 
compactness, and, above all, for its phil- 
osophical arrangement. Within less thun 
three hundred pages the whole story of the 
country, past and present, is given. The 
advantages of terseness are evident ina 
work of this character, for the student of 
history gets a better conception of the 
whole. If more minute or special details. 


are required, more extended works are ob- 
tainable. 

It never seéms to us to be trite to urge 
on teachers the better understanding of 
their own history, for it is certain that tho 
grossest misconceptions arise as to the con- 
dition of the colonies before and even after 
our Revolution. It is not so much that 
there are errors as to the material condi- 
tions of our great-great-grandfathers, but 
as to their opinions. It is by the proper 
teaching of our history to-day, imparted 
particularly to children born of foreign 
parents, that our present status can be bet- 
ter understood. In no small measure aré 
the pupilsin public schools taught by in- 
structors who really are ignorant. This 
ignorance may have arisen from the faot 
that the textbooks from. which they them- 
selves had studied gave them but an ink- 
ling of the true facts. Dates of battles, 
names of Generals; they have at their. 
fingers’ ends, but the true situation of the 
country, the feeling of the colonists, they 
do not understand. 

To put the mattér bluntly, suppose an 
elementary history textbook were put in 
the hands of public school teachers, which 


book stated pointblank that even after 
the surrender at Yorktown there was doubt 
as to whether the republican form of gov- 
ernment was to be adopted or that imme- 
diately prior to the Revolution and the 
eclaration of Independence—that the ma- 
ority of the colonists were royalists? The 
ordinary school teacher would be inclined 
to throw the book aside in disdain and de- 
clare that the author was bereft of his 
fenses, But the facts are, nevertheless, 
absolutely true, and the teacher would only 
show crass ignorance in not being ac- 
quainted with them. With children, es- 
ecially those of foreign origin, who 
attend school, these early misconceptions 
Jead to errors which affect hereafter 
their political status. The lesson never 
is instilled into them as to the true 
nature of the struggle, and how long and 
rduous were the labors of our statesmen 
efore men’s minds were shaped so as to ac- 
cept the change. Young people should be 
taught that it is impossible for humanity 
to be for a monarchy one day and for a re- 
public the next without there arising dire 
onfusion, and that the United States ex- 
sts to-day in all its greatness through a 
radual and nota violent orsudden change. 
he proper study of history explains that 
nothing can be done per salitum. Give, then, 
the child the actual facts, and though the 
pupil is an American only by accident of 
irth, understanding the matter better, the 
likelihood is that instead of the false 
— the parents have of what is repub- 
icanism he will live up to a higher ideal. 

Just such subjects as these, which are 
vital to us, are suggested by the reading of 
this history. Take, for instance, the chap- 
ter entitled *‘The Development of Democ- 
racy, 1789-1801.” The tendencies were 
toward democracy. The general opinion 
to-day of nine people in ten is that it 
was overwhelmingly so, which is in opposi- 
tion to the truth. The surrender of York- 
town (Oct. 19, 1781,) ended the contest. 
‘*Butit cannot be said that the leading men 
were hearty or unanimous in their agree- 
ment with this [democratic] tendency. Not 

few of them were pronounced repub- 

Dama even before 1775, but the mass of 
them had no great objection to a monarch- 
ical form of government until the war spirit 
had converted them,” The late professor 

ives the gist of feeling in this terse 

anner: “The Declaration of Independ- 
ence had been rather directed ainst 
the King than against a King.” s to 

he Constitution itself, it took many -years 

efore it was decided whetherit should have 
g democratic or an anti-democratic in- 
terpretation. Between 1760 and 1781 
there had been an interval of twenty-one 
years, short lifetime. Just_feurtee 
years ne the Declaration of Independ- 
ence the colonists were proud of * their 
common rights of Englishmen,” and there. 
‘was no more loyal appendage of the crown 
ay its Englisk ¢olonies in North America. 

he bitterness which arose was mainly 
directed in America against the Parliament, 
which taxed the colonies, #gnoring represen- 
tation. Then, in time, a headstreng King 
had all the hate, deservedly bestowed on 
him, This is often lost sight of by those 
who teach American history, and it is that 
the utmost efforts were made by the colo- 
nists to stave off English enactments by 
means of the law. “ The colonists, with the 
cautions tenacity of their race, were acting 
go guardedly that the British Attorney 
General was compelled to say ‘* Look inte 
the papers and see how well these Ameri- 
cans are versed in common law. I doubt 
whether they have been guilty of an overt 
act of treason, but 1 am sure they have 
come within a hair’s breadth of it.” 

In the colonial history the author pre- 
gents the differences, essential ones, be- 
tween English and French settlements, and 
those differences exist to-day, and always 
will. These are racial. When Frenchmen 
settle a country they coalesce with the na- 
tive population, and in time the original 
blood is lost and the whole mass is likely 
to become weaker, not stronger. 

Tracing party politics, particular stress 
is laid on the Jackson Administration. We 
are suftcring from that policy, the cohe- 

ive power of public plunder,” to-day. It 
hae taken half a century to teach people 
that such political machinery is the ruin 
of acountry., The tendencies to disunion, 
the civil war, are told in a masteriy manner.

There is a certain appropriateness in the 
fact that Senator Evarts is to close the 
debate on the Blair Educational bill, and 
in its favor. He will not make so longa 
‘speech as did the eminent father of the 
) bill, but it will not be a much better one, 
cand he can only clothe in more stately Eng- 
‘lish and deliver with more grace a portion 
‘of the same arguments. Not that Mr. 
EVARTS is to be ranked with Mr. BLAIR in 
any regard. He is a far more capable man; 
he has forgotten more than the Senator 
from New-Hampshire ever knew, and on 
any subject not political he has sense and 
judgment quite foreign to BLarr’s make- 
up. But in politics, especially in any mat- 
ter having to do with finance, Mr. EVARTS 
is hopelessly, because obstinately, incapaci- 
tated. He has a notion that the expedient 
jn such maiters is right, and his conception 
of expediency is narrow, short-sighted, and 
sometimes tainted with personal selfish- 
ness. He ought to know better than to 
volunteer in defense of a measure like this, 
which is not only vicious in principle and 
mistaken in policy, but that is not really 
popular with his own party. 














The famous Crédit Mobilier of America, 


which played so prominent a part in the con- 
struction of the Union Pacific Railroad and 
in the destruction of the reputations of sev- 
eral prominent public men, has just present- 
ed an application fer formal dissolution in 
the courts of Pennsylvania, where it was or- 
ganized. The affidavit of the Treasurer is 
preceded by a statement of account, setting 
forth that the assets and liabilities of the 
corporation exactly balance, each being 
nothing. It has engaged in no active busi- 


ness for many years. Its chief function, 
when in operation, was to furnish a legal 


device by which certain gentlemen con- 
nected with the Union Pacific Road could 


make bargains with themselves at an enor- 
mous profit and a corresponding expense ta 
their fellow-shareholders and to the bond- 


holders, including the United States Gov- 


ernment. It was the first widely-known 
*“ construction company,” and was followed 
by a long line of successors equally vicious 


in principle and mischievous, in effect, but 
by none that attained such publicity. That 
the device was essentially dishonorable 


will hardly be denied, but that fact has 
not materially interfered with its extensive 


use. 








The approaching trial of the guns of the 
pneumatic torpedo boat Vesuvius will be de- 
prived of some of its interest from the an- 
nouncement that gun cotton instead of 
dynamite is to be used as the bursting 
charge of the projectiles, and also by the 
omission of testsof accuracy and of de- 
structive effect in the tiring. No doubt, 
with all the trouble and cost of taking the 
vessel out and discharging her torpedo guns, 
it might be well to add a little more trouble 
‘and expense and carry the experiments 
‘further. But the contractors have a per- 
' fect right to take no extra chances. They 


have already had their accuracy and rapid- 
ity tests accepted, and gun cotton certainly 
comes within the stipulation of “dynamite 
or other high explosive.” The immediate 
need is to have the vessel purchased and 
paid for. After that the Government can 
do what it likes with the Vesuvius. The 
presumption is that in due time it will sub- 
ject her armament to a thorough trial, ina 
series of rounds with the service charges of 
dynamite and explosive gelatine, instead 
of gun cotton, and at the stipulated rapid- 
ity of fire. Should the guns then, in a 
moderate seaway, prove accurate and ef- 
fective in hitting and destroying objects 
which might fairly represent important 
portions of hostile armor-clads, the Gov- 
ernment would be justified in ordering 
more of them.

In spite of the gloomy predictions of cer- 
tain persons interested in the carbonate 
mines of Colorado and the representatives 
of these persons in this city, the industries 
of that State and the far West generally 
have not yet been ruined by the closing of 
the famous Henriettaand Maid Mine near 
Leadville. It was the closing of this mine, 
because of the continued admission of the 
silver-lead fluxing ores of Mexico, that 
was to shut up the smelting works, throw 
thousands of men out of work, and cast a 
blight on a vast region. The Engineering 
and Mining Journal of the 8th inst. says: 

“The threatened disaster to the mining inter- 
ests of Colorado, viz., the closing down of the 
lead-producing mines of that State, more espe- 
cially the champion producer, Henrietta and 
Maid, in consequence of the admission of Mexi- 
can fluxing ores, bas not yet taken place. We 
are informed that the fortunate owners of the 
above-mentioned mine have just been able to 
make a contractfor the delivery of 150 tons of 
ore a day for one year tothe Pueblo Smelting 
and Refining Company on betier terms than ever 
oblained before in spite of the fact that the 
importation of fluxing ores from Mexico has 
been gcain growing in volume since the check 
given to it by the Treasury instructions of July 
last.” 

This will be good news for the Sun’s 
esteemed correspondent, Mr. CONOVER, 
whose dark pictures of impending calamity 
to the mining and smelting industries have 
adorned the columns of our contemporary. 
And Mr. Windom may be glad to know that 
the income of the Secretary of State has 
not been reduced by his refusal to reverse 
the silver-lead ore ruling. 








Mr. JoHN P. Abas, the Brooklyn Com- 
missioner of City Works, declares that the 
men to whom the contract for cleaning 
Brooklyn’s streets for the next three years 
has been awarded will be held toa rigid 
accountability. Is that not equivalent to 
a confession that Mr. ADAMS has allowed 
the outgoing contractors to do as they 
pleased? Every citizen of Brooklyn knows 
that these contractors have not cleaned the 
streets. Lower Fulton-street is buried un- 
der a Winter’s accumulation of filth. It is 
at the present time probably the dirtiest 
street in the world. What has Commis- 
sioner ADAMS been doing all Winter—fish- 
ing, improving his mind by foreign travel, 
or has he been contined to his home 
with broken legs? Has he any othen ex- 
cuse than his own eminent unfitness* for 
public office for not taking the contractors 
by the nape of the neck and compelling 
them to earn the money the city has paid 
them ? 


FAISE HOPES FOR THE FARMER. 

It is reported that Senator STANFORD of 
California will to-day introduce in the Sen- 
ate a resolution directing the Finance Com- 
mittee of that bedy to inquire as to the ex- 
pediency and desirability of the Govern- 
ment loaning money on real estate mort- 
gages ata nominal rate of interest, say 1 
or 2 per cent. We hope it is the naiveté of 
the press correspondent and not of Mr. 
STANFORD himself to which is due the pro- 
vision that the Government is to retain the 
right to “ call in a certain proportion of the 
loans when occasion demands.” It is a 
little curious at this late day to see a Sen- 
ator bringing up for serious inquiry a 
scheme that was among the earliest and 
most disastrous of the experiments tried 
on this continent to promote wealth 
or ward off poverty by legislation. 
Even before the colonies had secured 
their independence, and while their legis- 
lative action was under the supervision of 
royal Governors, the notion that land could 
be made into money through Governmental 
intervention was rife. When the States 


were founded, and full legislative power 
was organized in each one, this idea was 
carried out by a plan exactly the same in 
principle as that of Mr. STANFORD. Only, 
in those days, as there was very little act- 
ual money in the country, some of the 
States resorted to the device of issuing 
notes secured by real estate and possessing 
the ordinary attributes of paper money. It 
is hardly necessary to recall the tinal utter 
collapse of the scheme, which was the 
worst where it had been most extensively 
applied, bringing with it general confusion 
and bankruptcy. 

The feeling that lies at the bottom of 
this plan is that the farmer ought to have 
money when he really needs it because he 
supplies food, which is a universal and 


constant necessary of life, It is the feeling 
that has given rise in all countries to a 
good deal of jealousy, envy, and hatred of 
the ‘‘ capitalist” class by the agriculturists, 
which produced the anti-Semitic move- 


ment in Russia and Germany, where the 
Jews are largely or exclusively the lenders 
to farmers, ang which in our own country 
has made the West and Southwest, in great 


degree, hostile to the East, as being the 
homeof capital. That there has been some 
foundation for the feeling that lenders 
have been harder with .farmers than with 
other borrowers cannot be denied, and it has 
arisen partly from the fact that in a large 
number of cases—though by no means in 
all—farmers have been driven to borrow 
only when it was almost certain that they 
could not pay, and when, if they did not 


pay, the foreclosure of their mortgages 





necessarily reduced them practically to des- 
titution. To-day, from various and com- 
plex causes, the farmers of the West aro 
very heavily in debt; in some regions they 
will be quite unable to meet their obliga- 
tions and ruin literally stares them in the 
face. In these circumstances it is natural 





for relief. But the Government cannot 


that they should apply to the Government. 


give them more than temporary relief, an 
ought not to do even that. 
In the first place, the Government has no 
money of its own to lend and can have 
none. The Government is not a corporation 
or an individual. It is simply an agency 
to do public business, and with the power 
to collect money from its employers for the 
purposes of that business. This money is 
that of the people. It is a trust fund, and 
though the trust for which it is raised is 
necessarily somewhat indefinite and must 
sometimes be interpreted by the trustees 
themselves, it is just as much a trust, and 
it does not and can not embrace lending the 
people’s money to any class of the people 
themselves, In the next place, if money 
raised in this way could rightfully be 
loaned to the farmers, it would give them 
no permanent relief. Borrowed money 
cannot be used in any business to ad- 
vantage unless the business is profitable 
enough to pay the ordinary rate of inter- 
est and gradually to repay the principal. 
If farming in any given instance could 
do that, the money could be got else- 
where than from the Treasury—that 
is to say, from the taxpayers. If it 
cannot do that, then to tax the rest of the 
people to lend money below the common 
rate to the farmers would only postpone 
the end; it could not prevent its coming 
sooner or later. The true remedy, the only 
remedy, for the farmer is not to seek other 
people’s money to carry on an unprofitable 
business, but to do all he can to make the 
conditions favorable for profit in his busi- 
ness. The first and most direct step is by 
his vote to aid in the repealof the tariff 
taxes by which he, who must sell in the 
cheapest market in competition with the 
world, is forced to buy in the dearest mar- 
ket from men who are protected by law 
from any competition except from each 
other. We are not rash enough to predict 
that when this is done all American farm- 
ing will become profitable, but we know 
that this will remove one of the chief 
causes for its present unprofitable condition. 








THE DANGER OF 
FRAUD. 

Prominent Democratic officials in the 
State of New-Jersey seem to be in danger 
of making the mistake of trying to cover 
up, so far as they can, the gross frauds 
committed atthe last election in Hudson 
County. These offenses, of which ample 
proof is.accessible, and which have been 
in part revealed by the investigation at 
Trenton in the McDonald-Stuhr contested 
election case, cannot be kept of sight. The 
frauds were committed or instigated by 
Democratic county and local officials, but 
that is no reason why the Democratic 
Party of the State should accept the re- 
sponsibilty for them. By so doing it will 
bring upon itself the odium necessarily at- 
tached to these iniquitous proceedings. 
How far the Democratic Party may have 
benefited by these frauds perpetrated by 
those connected with itin Hudson County 
does not yet appear, but it does not matter. 
The party cannot afford to take the posi- 
tion of approving of fraud because it may 
have gained advantage by it. 

We are not disposed to assume that Gov. 
ABBETT or any other reputable leader 
of the Democratic Party in New-Jersey in- 
stigated, connived at, or in any way coun- 
tenanced or sustained the infamous pro- 
ceedings in Jersey City, which were 
evidently carried on under the direction of 
the corrupt local ring, however much their 
party may incidentally have benefited. 
The only thing that could give color to 
such an assumption, aside from direct evi- 
dence in support of it, of which we have 
seen none, would be a disposition on the 
part of those leaders to protect the men 
concerned in the frauds. The natural 
thing for honorable men concerned for the 
good name of their party to do when 
charges like these are made, and in some 
part sustained,“is to demand a thorough in- 
vestigation and exposure, and the punish- 
ment of every person implicated in the 
iniquity. They would recognize that not 
only had a wrong been done to the people 
and against the laws, but that a still deeper 
injury had been threatened to the party in 
whose name and for whose supposed benefit 
it was done, an injury which could only be 
averted by disclaiming responsibility for 
the public wrong and joining in an effort 
for its redress. 

Of the officials of Hudson County who 
wero directly concerned in the iniquity 
nothing was to be expected. But Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature ought to 
be anxious to clear their party of this scan- 
dal by the most complete exposure and the 
adoption of preventive measures for the 
future. Gov. ABBETT and Attorney General 
STOCKTON and the State’s Attorney for 
Hudson County ought to insist upon vigor- 
ous proceedings for the punishment‘of those 
concerned in violations of law, and the vin- 
dication of the party now in control of its 
administration. But there seems to be a 
remarkable apathy on the part of these offi- 
cials, which infects even the Judiciary in 
Hudson County. Are we to be compelled 
to conclude that they uphold these offenses, 
connive at frauds upon the ballot box, and 


desire to suppress the facts and shield the 
perpetrators of the wrong? 

If they are disposed to take this course, 
what can their motive be? Evidently a 
fear that the exposure and the scandal will 
injure their party. This is an admission 
that, though frauds committed secretly and 
unexpectedly may benefit the party in 
whose favor they are perpetrated, they will 
injure it if they become known. It is a ree- 
ognition that pubiic sentiment is decidedly 
against such wrongdoing , and will turn 
strongly against any party responsible for 
it. But these frauds have become known 


and can no longer be concealed. To restrict

suspicion at work to magnify and multiply 
them. It is not to be denied that Demo- 


cratic officials in Hudson County were con- | 
cerned in them and local party managers 
were the chief offenders. So far as they are > 


concerned the harm has been done. How 


odium by shielding these culprits? Which 
will be worse for it—to insist ‘upon a 
complete exposure and the punishment 


of the wrongdoers, whatever the local 
scandal may be, confining the infection to 





the limits in which it has sprung up. or to 


condone the frauds and try to smother the 
scandal, thus giving ground for the assump- 
tion that the whole party in the State is 
infected? Will it be better for the party 
to expose, assail, and drive out the corrup- 
tionists, purging itself of their crimes, or to 
cherish them in its bosom and be set down 
as the party of corruption as a princfple 
and a practice? Enemies of Gov. ABBETT 
are beginning to make odious comparisons 
by calling him the ‘‘HiLw” of New-Jersey. 
Let us remind him of a greater than HILL 
that once occupied the same place at Al- 
bany. When the crimes of the Tweed ring 
were exposed in this city SAMUEL J. TIL- 
DEN had the sagacity to become one of the 
most resolute and energetic of those who in- 
sisted upon cleansing the Democratic Party 
of the presence of the corrupt gang. Did 
he and his party lose or gain by his taking 
that course with the support of the reputa- 
ble men of all parties? Afterward he at- 
tacked the corruptionists of the canal ring 
in which powerful men of his own party 
were implicated. His part in exposing and 
prosecuting the Tweed ring made him Gov- 
ernor of this State, and that with his fur- 
ther efforts for reform and purification gave 
him a support for the Presidency in the 
Northern States which no other man of his 
party could have won at that time. ‘‘ Cor- 
ruption wins not more than honesty.” The 
people of this country are for pure and hon- 
est elections, and no party can hold their 
confidence if it has even the appearance of 
condoning fr aud and corruption. 








THE ATCHISON TRUST AGAIN. 

The scheme for tying up the stock of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad 
Company, so as to keep control of the 
company in the hands of the present man- 
agers until July 1, 1895, has not been 
abandoned. On the contrary, the man- 
agers still hope to make the election held in 
May serve to retain them in office for six 
years instead of one, without regard to the 
ownership of the stock in the meantime. 
They have not yet, to adopt their ex- 
pression, “declared the Trust effective,” 
and therefore we suppose that they have 
not yet secured the adhesion of 300,000 
shares out of the total 750,000 shares of 
the capital stock; their published intention 
having been to make this declaration when 
this amount of support was recefved. 

The purposes for which this unusual 
power is sought, are, of course, benevolent, 
and we might say providential. This is 
generally the case when people are asked to 
give up their undisputed rights. In this 
particular instance, purposes of this lofty 
character are specially necessary, because 
it is designed, not only to get the stock de- 
posited in trust, but also to enable holders 
to sell out at pleasure, even though’ they 
have destroyed the voting power for the 
next five or six years. ‘‘ Application,” said 
the circular of Jan. 30, ‘will be made 
to have the trust certificates listed 
in Boston, New-York, and London, so that 
they shall be salable at all times.” In 
other words, place your stock in our hands 
for tive or six years, in such a manner that 
we alone can vote upon it at the next six 
annual meetings, and we will do our best 
to furnish facilities for you to sell this 
property whenever you please; we do not 
care who owns the stock so long as we 
hold its voting power until after the an- 
nual meeting in May, 1895. 

One of the Boston papers recently report- 
ed a holder of Atchison stock as complain- 
ing that he could not find a market for the 
trust certificate which he had taken in 
exchange for it and sensibly advised him 
to get back the real article, reminding him 
that the Trustees had promised to return 
stock upon demand until 300,000 shares 
had heen deposited. How many dissatis- 
fied depositors of stock there may be we do 
not know, but that there will be a good 
many dissatisfied holders of trust certifi- 
cates if the scheme goes through it is quite 
safe to believe. To be sure, the trust cer- 
tificates will first have to be ‘‘listed”—ad- 
mitted to dealings at the Stock Exchange— 
but the Trustees probably do not anticipate 
any difficulty on that score, either in Bos- 
ton, New-York, or London. The Stock 
Exchanges concerned are already familiar 
with the Atchison stock, and probably care 
nothing about the disposition made of it by 
the present owners. None of thestockhold- 
ers need deposit his stock in trust unless he 
chooses, and the Exchanges will probably 
grant quotations to trust certificates, side 
by side with the regular stock, if applied 
for on behalf of a sufficient number. 

Facilities enough await the experiment, 
but will the experiment be made? It is 
proposed at the wrong time. The people 
who planned the Atchison reorganization 
and carried it out so successfully with the 
aid of the stockholders could doubtless 
have made a voting trust for several years 
a part of the scheme. We say they could 
have done this, for it was last year, and 
the unsatisfactory working of the Voting 
Trust of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Company had not then been developed, to 
the disadvantage of that particular form 
of special providence in railroad affairs. 
But they did not doit, and it isa very dif- 
ferent thing to attempt it now, when the 


reorganization is completed and the stock- 
holders established in control of their prop- 
erty and subject to its legal burdens. The 
attempt ought not to be made to induce 
the stockholders to give up their freedom.

We pass by the abuse of some Boston 
papers, aS we are convinced that no 
one will be considered a “ghoul” sim- 
ply because he does not favor the 
Atchison Trust scheme; but we protest 
against the assumption that opposition to 
the scheme means opposition to New-Eng- 
land, that the ruad will fall among thieves 
unless the scheme succeeds, or that there is 
anything to find fault within buying Atch- 
ison stock, even though it be in London 
orin Amsterdam. Ifthe defenders of the 
scheme would recognize that their cue is to 
persuade and not to dictate, they would 
understand correctly their position, and 
perhaps they might win friends. They 
parade the assertion that $13,000,000 will 
secure control of Atchison stock, and make 
it an argument to support the Trust. 
Why not call the necessary sum $3,800,- 
000 only, or $10 per share margin on 
380,000 shares? Above all, why not 
raise the money and do the  busi- 
ness? In this way alone can they 
make sure of carrying the next six annual 
meetings. There is plenty of money among 
them, and, of course, some stock, though 
evidently not as much as there should be 
to justify their claims. If they persist in 
the Trust plan, they will be defeated either 
now or later, If they should carry the 
election this May, the fortunes of the com- 
pany afterward, no matter whether good or 
bad, will lead to new combinations for con- 
trol, and the Voting Trust, we are per- 
suaded, will not bearthestrain. The actual 
stock will have to be surrendered to the 
then owners of Trust certificates, and this 
elaborate attempt to deprive ownership of 
its legal rights and duties will be finally de- 
feated, after doing injury to railroad prop- 
erty and its owners throughout the entire 
Western country. 








4 PIE AND A PAYMASTER. 

A bill is pending in the national Senate 
for the reimbursement of Paymaster BAsH 
of the United States Army to the amount of 
seven thousand dollars, which sum was lost 
by him some time ago, while he was reok- 
lessly partaking of pie in a Western 
restaurant. Paymaster BasH appears to 
have rushed headlong into the restaurant 
while his train was waiting ten minutes, 
for refreshments; to have then deposited

corned beef with cabbage, and sundry griev- 
ous cakes and cookies, any one of which 
would have served his purpose fully as 
well as the pie of his final choice. No 
man knows why it is so, but every man 
whose observation is at all wide knows 
that in this country, and especially in the 
West, there are people who will eat pie in 
preference to any other form of indigesti- 
ble matter. . Paymaster Bash appears to be 
one of these singular and most unaccounta- 
ble people, whose minds can never be half 
understood till they shall be projected on a 
white screen with the aid of astereopticon, 
and whose digestive processes must ever 
remain as dark a mystery as the sudden 
disappearance of the Paymasters seven 
thousand dollars while that gentleman was 
doing his best to convert pie into a disburs- 
ing officer of the United States Army. 

Itisof record that no sooner had Pay- 
master BASH’s martial lips closed firmly 
bi \ the last piece of crust, his glittering 
blade been withdrawn, and his dime laid 
on the counter than his mind reverted 
to the gripsack and its seven thousand dol- 
lars which he had dropped on the floor be- 
side him before mounting his stool in the 
pursuit of pie. Looking down to the right 
he failed to perceive the gripsack, nor 
when he sought it at the left hand or peered 
between his high-elevated knees or craned 
his neck to the rear in expectation of dis- 
covering his treasure, nor yet when he 
bolted from his perch with a celerity that 
showed that the pie had not yet be- 
gun to work and sought the va- 
lise under the stool itself, could he 
find any trace of it whatever. It was gone, 
like Jamshyd, Kaikobad, Kaikhosru, yes- 
terday’s seven thousand years, and the pie 
of the previous ten minutes.

ART NOTES. 


The gallery and salesrooms established at 20 
East Seventeenth-street by the late Edward 
Greey will be closed on the Ist of May. His 
. Widow has conducted the sale of Japanese and 
Chinese works of art since his death, but will 
no longer continue the business. The tri 
bronze fountain, formed of three creat vases of 
the lotas-leaf pattern, which Mr. Greey de 
scribed in his monograph called “A Brief His- 
tory of bp seep Bronze,” may still be seen; 
also the chime of eight Japanese bells, but the 
Buddah has been aequired by the Smith- 
sonian and a thousand other objects 
have disappeared. One of the colossal 
bronze incense burners remains, The col- 
lection of sword guards, inros, carved 
ivory figures, netshukes, and ceramics are still 
of considerable size, and retain many very 
beautiful specimens. Anderson’s rare and beau- 
tiful work, in four volumes, on the pictorial 
aris of Japan, and the charming books for 
adults and children written by Mr. Greey on 
Japan and the Japanese, will be sold with the 
art objects. Of the famous Brinckley coilection 
of porcelains and potteries only a few pieces 
have been overlooked by connoisseurs. 

The new National Portrait Gallery will stand 
back of the National Gallery on Trafaigar- 
square, London, and the architect will be Ewan 
Christian. He has been cruising about the 
Continent studying edifices in use as galleries 
for works of art. Hemming’s Row, behind the

BALLOT REFORM DELAYED 


BING METHODS MAY BE USED 
AGAIN THIS YEKAR, 
NEW-JERSEY’S NEED FOR THE JURY 


COMMISSION—A SALARY-GRABBING 
LEGISLATURE—EKELLY’S BAD BILL. 


TRENTON, March 9.—There are signs all around 
that the passage of the Baliot Reform bill, if it 
js to be passed, indeed, at all, is to be delayed 
‘by the action of Democrats in the Senate and 
Dy the action of the Democratic Assembly till 
too late to be effective at the charter election 
in Jersey City. The Hudson County ring are 
even now debating among themselves as to the 
safety of trying next month the same methods 
‘that they followed at the polling places lass 
Fall, and that are presumed to have given 
‘Mayor Cleveland his phenomenal majority two 
years ago. Upon the answer to that question 
Gepends the character of the nomination they 
will make for the Mayoralty. They are straining 
‘every nerve toinduce some one of unstained 
‘reputation to accept the candidacy with a 
'Btring to it, but up to this time their overtures 
have been indignantly repelled by every one to 
whom they have submitted them. 

No one whose name would aid them in win- 
ming the fight is willing to purchase the post- 
“tion at the expense of subserviency to the men 
‘within whose gift it seems to be, It is not 
likely that they will be able to find a candidate 
who combines good repute with a readiness to 
submit, and rather than lose their grasp upon 
‘the people's throat, they may at the end decide 
to put up one of their own stripe aud try to 
‘rush him through by their peculiar ballot-box 
‘methods, An effective Ballot Reform bill would

The choice of one of the 
tainted polling officials of last Fall to serve on 
‘the petty jury before which the suspected men 
are to be arraigned affords an unpleasant indi- 
‘cation of the boldness with which the Sheriff is 
iprepared to exercise his prerogatives for them 
; But the proofs of readiness to shield and 
\save them from public indignation and punish- 
‘ment do not end with the selection of this single 
/juror. 1t has been learned that the men brought 
jinto suspicion by the Senate Elections Commit- 
\tee’s revelations have been foisted upon all 
‘branches of the public service in Hudson 
‘County. One is a favored ice contractor at 
‘Snake Hill, Two more of them are engaged in 
the county institutions at Snake Hill. Their 
appointments come from the Board of Free- 
holders, over whom the Sheriff’s influence is 
said to be supreme. One of this couple, a man 
named Spears, was arraigned récentiy before 
the board for unbecoming conduct with Wait- 
ress Barry, who was employed in the County 
Lunatic Asylum. ‘the board convieted the 
waitress and sent her about her business, and 
then paradoxically acquitted her companion. 
The woman had no political secrets to hide; 
wed could be of no value in the count of the 
Vote. 

Another of the tainted officials is even a 
Deputy Sheriff. The Jersey City Government, 
which has been notoriously run in the interest 
of the ring by Mayor Cleveland, is manned at 
twenty points by men whose names have been 
made somewhat prominent by the revelations 
pf the Senate committee. Two of the four elec- 
tion officers at one of the Seventh District poll- 
ing places, where the grossest of frauds were 
discovered, ara city employes. One of them is 
foreman of the engine house in which the fraud 
was gp paee te and the other, as THE TIMES 
of this morning notes, was given a position 
under. the Tax 
as iast Thursday. Three of the _ election 
officers in the Second Precinct of the 
First District are in the city’s service. Through 
their relatives, two, and another for himself, 
‘of the Election Board in the Fifth Precinct of 
the First District have been remembered in the 
,distribution of city offices. In these precincts 
‘notable frauds have been discovered. One of 
the election officers in each of many other 
‘tainted precincts have, besides this, beon taken 
‘under the wing of the new charter Officials. 
| The boldness of ring methods demonatrated 
fby these insidents is due qutirely to the 
fact that the Sheriff is master of the courts by 
his power to choose Grand Juries. The only 
check that Gan be administered to them is to 
strip the Sheriff of the prerogative. Senator 
Gardner, who has seen this all along, proposes 
theremedy in his act, giving the power to 
choose them to a non-partisan commission to 
be selected by the courts. His bill has gone 
through the Senate, but it has not seen day- 
Jight since it reached the House, and it will not 
be aliowed to see daylight again if the ring 
influence, which seems to be all-potential here, 
oan prevent it. 

The bill cannot be cousidered.a partisan one 
in any sense, and is warmly advoeated by many 
leading Democrats. Even so conspicuous a 
Democrat as Judge Knapp is quoted as urging 
the establishment of a Jury Commission. 

“He believes,” a close friend of the Judge 
Jays of him, ‘‘that the right to select grand and 
petit juries should not rest wholly in the power 
of any one man. He thinks that in a county 
like Hudson no man can be elected Sheriff un- 
Jess he is prominently identified with politics, 
and for that reason he naturally must be under 
obligations to many persons, some of whom are 
bound to be directly or indirectly interested in 
the Grand Juries. 

“TI feel confident,” this friend continued, 
**that Judge Knapp is heartily In favor of Jury 
Commissions. You may eonfidently say that 
Judge Knapp does not think a jury to investi- 
gate the ballot-box stuffing should be drawn by 
@ Sheriff.” 

The readiness of the ring to repeat the his-

Then Controller Connolly 
of Newark came down and had bis pay put up 
to $5,000 per yeur. Newark Aldermen came 
down with & bill allowing them $750 each per 
year, and went back home with the bill signed 
to draw the allowance. Newark police followed 
in their wake, and city officiais in Trenton were 
next in suit. 

Jersey City tiremen came down to talk about 
heir poorly requited services, and the Sinking 

und Commissioners, who had been appointed 
for the honor of it, asked for $500 apiece for 
their public services. Miles McCartin ereated 
the office of Assistant City Collector of Jeraey 
City for himself aud fixed his own salary at 
$2,500. Building Inspector Clarke of the same 
place induced the Legislature to hire a cierk 
jor him, so that he coula spend his time here 
lobbying, and even Clerk German of the Board 
of Fivance has brought down & bill to increase 
bis allowance from the City Treasury. 

Larger raids have made their appearance un- 
der other disguises. But the most dangerous 
of them is this destroying the Lewis act, which 
has been in beneficial! operation in this Stato 
for wany years— 

“That where in any municipality in this State 
services have been rendered or materials furnished 
in good faith, and claims therefor cannot be paid 
because the preteptiations for the objects for which 
such services have been rendered or materials fur- 
pished have been exhausted, it sball be lawful for 
the board or body having charge of the expenditure 
of money for the purposes for which such services 
have been rendered or materiais furnished, to pay 
such claims, upon being satisfiedjof the correctness 
of the same, out of any funds of the municipality 
not otherwise appropriated, or to appropriate for 
that purpose such sum or sums of moncy as may be 
required.”

FISHERMEN ENOUOURAGED. 


THEY BELIEVE THEY WILL BE ABLE TO 
SAVE JAMAICA BAY. 


The boatmen and anglers who met at Rooka- 
way Beach yesterday to hear how the fight 
against the seine drawers of Jamaica Bay was 
progressing were much encouraged by the re- 
ports of the committee having the matter in 
charge, and it is now believed that the anti-net 
bill has an excellent chance of becoming a law. 
To-morrow tbe Senate Committee on Game 
Laws will hear the arguments of those in favor 
of the bill. ; 

The committee to go up to Albany In favor of 
the fishing interests of the bay had not been 
absolutely decided upon yesterday, but it will 


consist of men perfectly acquainted with the 
bay, who will lay the facts before the legis- 
lators in a clear manner, 

The chief oppositionis expected from Senator 
Hawkins, who represents the district, The Sen- 
ator was formerly interested in the menhaden 
fisheries, but his opposition to the bili is a sur- 
— to many of hie friends. The Rockaway 

emocratic Association sent him a letter last 
week to the effect that the association was 
unanimous in favoring the passage of the Dill. 
The Senator, in his letter of reply, remarked: 
**T am not in favor of legislation that is in favor 
of the rich as against the poor, I do not believe 
in a policy that will destroy one man’s business 
for another’s pleasure.” 

This view is somewhat remarkable from the 
fact that there are hundreds of boatmen on 
Jamaica Bay who are dependent for a living 
Spee taking out fishing parties in their boats. 
If the fish are driven out of the bay their oc- 
cupation is gone, while the few net men alone 
benefit, and facts and figures show that their 
profit from the seine drawing is very meagre, 
owing to the small amount they get for their 
fish. Senator McCarren of Brooklyn is also 
against the passage of the bill. He will be sur- 
prised, however, if he glunces over the names 
of over two thousand of his own constituents 
who have signed the petition for the preserva- 
tion of the bay. 

It was decided at the meetihge yesterday to 
make the organization started on Rockaway 
Beach a permanent one, and a committee of 
five was appointed to arrange for the organiza- 
tion of boatmen, residents, and fishermen. The 
idea ig to keep a watch upon the interests of 
the bay and prevent illegal work by the seine 
men as far as possible. 

Meanwhile, the net men are workingin a quiet 
way to oppose the Stadler bill. They held a 
meeting at Canarsie last week. It was not 
largely attended, however, and care was taken 
that none of the hotel keepers or boat owners 
of the little fishing village wasinvited. Tho 
seine men are said to be depending upon Ful- 
ton Market lish dealers to furnish the means to 
tight the bill. 

Thesentim nt against net fishing at Canarsie 
is growing. Thereis such a fear, however, of the 
revenge of the seine men that few residents will’ 
sign the petitions. So many own boats at 
Canarsie, and it is so easy to cut boats loose In 
the night time, that the residents of the village 
prefer to keep silent. 

One of the seines that have been used in 
ravaging Jamaica Bay was advertised for sale 
in a Jamaica paper last week. This was con- 
sidered a good omer yesterday by those present 
at the meeting. It is supposed to be a net that 
the President of the Far Rockaway Bank had 
aninterestin, but he is not nowin favor of 
seine fishing. ~«

ing the negro out of his troubles, and the object 
of the meeting was, therefore, made doubly 
appropriate. 

ee Robinson, a bright young colored man of 
the Class of 90, made a speech illustrating the 
course of training and its results, as employed 
atthe Tuskegee Institute. He was followed by 
the Rev. Booker T. Washington, Principal of the 
institute. Whose remarks were directed to the 
condition of the negro in the South and the 
methods necessary to secure his complete eman- 
cipation. He said the only solution of the 
problem lay in teaching the negro how to help 
himself. The Tuskegee Inatitute in its entirety 
had been built by the students, who partly paid 
their tuition in manuallabor. They had dug 
the cellars, made the brick, sawed the lumber, 
and driven the nails. Moreover, they have a 
farm, and are taught the most approved meth- 
ods of developing the soil. Fourteen different 
industries are taught. 

Three-fourths of the colored people of Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Florida, and Mississippi are in 
debt, because of the mortgage systems em- 

loyed by the white element in those States. 
The object of industrial training is to show bim 
how to help himeelf out of his mortgages and 
put him_on comparative equality with the 
whites. Until this is done there is no solution 
to the negro problem. Nothing that Congress 
can do wil) avail until the negro learns how to 
help himself. 

Referring to the benefits accruing to the 
negro from the political parties, Mr. Washing- 
ton said the pegro was not affected by any sort 
of administrative policy. The negro in the 
South would never know that a change of Ad- 
ministration had taken pleee but for the inevit- 
able removal of his couutry Postmaster. 

The services were made doubly interesting 
by the presence of a quartet of singers from the 
institute, led by the music professor, R. H.

A READER DISCUSSES SOME WEAKNESSES 
oF “THE. EVENING POST.” 


To the Eattor of the New-York Times: 

THE TIMES evidently needs to bear itself with 
unusual circumspection in these days. The 
editor of the Zvening Post has his glittering eye 
tixed upon it and any error of omission or com- 
mission, whether real or imaginary, is promptly 
transfixed. 

The trouble with the Post is thatitis a critic 
without being a newspaper. It attempts to tell 
all the faulte of others witnout even offering a 
worthy example in itself.gIt tries and pretends, 
but it doesn’t succeed. I read THE TIMES every 
morning and find it gives ne allthe nows. Its 
headlines never shock me, and it appears to 
giveits best and greatest space to the news of 
greatestimportance. The day’s history is more 
complete and better presented in it than in any 


other newspaper I know of. Its editorials are 
candid and timely ana do not annoy me with 
their nagging and quibbling. 

I sometimes read the Fost, but with no such, 
satisfaction. It does not give all the news, and 
in what it doos give, ‘‘ the sense of proportion” 
is utterly wanting. Ifa piece of news first ap- 
pears in the morning paper—and most pieces of 
news do s0 appear—the Fost either omite it or 
gives it in the briefest and most unsatisfactory 
manner. To make up for this lack the Post says 
a good many “sassy” things in ite editorial col- 
umns, butits sauce does not, with me, supply 
the place of the meat I get in THE TIMES, 

It is doubtless easier to bé the sort of critic 
the /ostis than the newspaper THE TIMEs is, 
but the critic cannot possibly take the place of 
the newspaper. It was Disraeli, I think, who 
remarked: ‘* You know who critics are? the 
men who have failed in literature and art.” 
The editor of the Post is a critic, apparently be- 
cause he fails to make a newepaper. . 

It would be easy to support these observa- 
tions by instances, but they imicht be weari- 
some. Moreover, the lost itself will hardly re- 
quire them. It will never advertise its weak- 
ness a8 a newspaper by disoussing It. A. T.

r. Arnold had latterly earned a modest liv- 
ing as an employe of the Chicago Loan Com- 
pany,. 713 Broadway, and Manager Tuttle of 
that concern speaks in the highest terms of 
him. Once, however, be filled a prominent 
piaee at the New-York bar, and was noted for 
bis success as & patent lawyer. He was born in 
Brattleborough, Vt., in 1835, and was graduated 
from Harvard College. He came to this city 
and was admitted to the firm of Stoughton, 
Burnett & Stoughton. Mr. Arnold took a lea:- 
ing place in his profession, and it was with 
much surprise that his friends saw him relin- 
quish a lucrative practice to embark in theat- 
rical management and become interested in 
the production of “The White Fawn,” & spec- 
tacular play that followed ‘The Black Crook” 
at Niblo’s. He continued in the business for 
some years and fora time was fairly success- 
ful, Dut disaster came and he lost all he bad in 
the collapse of some of his enterprises. 

Business reverses compelled him to return to 
the law, but he found the high place he had 
abandoned so well filled that there was only 
room for him in the District and police courts. 
pian ay he had been seen but little even in these 
courts, 

Mr. Arnold was related to Albert A. Kings- 
land, ono of the heira of the Kingsland estate, 
and to the well-known Leland family of hotel 
fame. His brother, & D. Arnold, is a prosper- 
ous St. Louis lawyer, and he leaves a sister. 
Mre. U. A. Stafford of Glens Falls, N. ¥., and 
two sisters in Londonderry, Vt., one ef whom 
is Mra.

The sturdy sons of old ovean unite with their 
infirm brothers of the Snug Harbor, and take 
off their hats and bow low with great respect 
to THe NEW-YOrRK TrMEs and other papers for 
the efforts they have made in their behalf. 
When THE TIMES turned on ita calcium lights 
sailors took courage and now feel that some 
progress has been made toward clearing the 
harbor of obstructions, bore A making it a 
safe and comfortable anchorage for the old tars. 

There is aeplit in the Marine Society. Some 
of its members who have been voting for 
Andrew Jackson for the past fifty years are 
quite down-hearted and refractory because 
—_ Ambrose Snow was not perpetuated in 
office. They are of the old school, delieving 
that sailors have few rights.

MATTERS IN OHINA.

A RIOT IN FORMOSA—PROPOSED RAIL- 
ROAD TRUNK LINE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—Advices from 
China by the steamer Belgic state that the 
aborigines of Formosa banded themselves 
together and offered so determined an oppo- 
sition to the Chinese troops that were try- 
ing to quell the Formosa riot that the com- 
mander of the Chinese forces, after 200 of his 
men had been led into ambush and all but 
10 slaughtered, gave up the campaign 
against the rebols, and opened friendly nego- 
tiations ‘with them. The natives, on receiving 
promises of large concessions, agreed to aban- 
don their hostile at.itude toward the Chineso 
authorities. Brigandage, however, is still ram- 
pant. 

French and Chinese telegraph lines will soon 
be connected at Mongtsze on the Tonquin-Chi- 
nese frontier. 

Viceroy Chang Chi Tung is said to have ob- 

tained the assistance of four foreign mining 
and metallurgical engineers to prospect for coal 
and trou mines in the country through which 1t 
is planned to inake a trunk railway between 
Han-Kow ana Peking Pasa. He ia report- 
ed, as far as his infiuence goes, to he 
peer A bent on _ constructing this line, 
which has received the sanction of the Em- 
eror, but ig still adverse to the employment of 
oreign capital or foreign material, A railway 
engineer attached to the German legation has 
been engaged to make a preliminary survey of 
the country. 





THEY HAD NO PERMIT. 


LEHIGH VALLEY LABORERS WANTED TO 
ELEVATE A BRIDGE, 


In the morning, yesterday, a gang of laborers 
employed by the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany began the work of the destruction of a 
bridge over the Morris Canal at Henderson- 
Street, Jersey City. Some one notified the 
police of this violation of the law, and Chief 


Murphy, with a squad of men, went to the 
bridge. 

Reno Barnes, the foreman, sald that nothing 
was being done except that the bridge was 
being elevated, and that Ross & Sanford, con- 
tractors, had been given a permit to do the 
work. Chief Murphy sent an officer for Street 
Superintendent Philip Fumultz, and asked if 
the permit bad been granted. Mr. Fumultz said 
emphatically that it had not. 

The lJaborers were then driven from the 
bridge by the police and a guard of five men 
was posted, 

The Lehigh Valley Company want to elevate 
this bridge to enable trains to pass beneath it. 
New tracks are being laid by the company at 
this point as a part of the extensive improve- 
ments now being made by the company. 





LOST IN THKIR BURNING HOUSE. 

MONTREAL, March 9.—What proved a terrible 
fatality took place at Cote St. Michael, a small 
place five miles from Montreal, to-day. One- 
zime Collerette, a well-to-do French Canadian 
farmer, fived in a large stone house, with his 
wite and seven children. At an early hour this 


morning, after lighting the fires, he left the 
house to attend to his dutics about the farm, 
his wife and children being stiil asleep. 

On his return he was horritied to discover the 
whole houss in flames. He rushed into the 
house and mude desperate efforts to rescue his 
family, but without avail. He came very near 
sharing the same fate as the other mem- 
bers of his family, and was rescued 
in’ a severely burned condition. He 
was in an uneconacious state, and was 
takeh to a neighboring houss, where he lies in 
& precarious condition. Mra. Collerette, about 
forty years ot age, with her four girls and tnree 
boys, ranging [rom one to thirteen years of age, 
was burned to veath. 

Collerette is one of the wealthiest farmers in 
the district. The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by acan of kerosene oil being left too 
near the stove. 





BOOKMAKERS BARRED OUT 


|NOT WANTED AT THE OROSS- 


COUNTRY RAOE. 

PUBLIC. BETTING ON A CONTEST OF AMA- 
TEUR ATHLETES FINDS FEW ADVO- 
CATES—LAYING OUT THA COURSE. 

A govd deal of excitement was caused in the 
Manhattan Athletic Club’s house last evening 
by a report that several bookmakers were plan- 
ning to doa betting business at the eight-mile 
handicap cross-country run of the National 
Cross-Country Association to be héld at Morris 
Park on Saturday. It is a fact that several 
bookmakers have been inquiring about the rela- 
tive merits of the athletes who are to compete 
and manifesting ajpecullar interest in the event, 
one having questioned J. C. Devereux, the well- 
known ronner of th eManhattan Athletic Ciub, 
on the present form of the athletes and tholr 
chances of winning. 

When asked about the chances of any betting 
being done openly, as by making of books in a 
manner similar to that in vogue at horse races, 
Mr. ©. C. Hughes, Secretary of the Manhattan 
Athletic Club and Vice President of the Na- 
tional Cross-Country Association,said that while 
he was opposed to betting being carried on at 
any amateur athletic meeting, ho supposed the 
managers of Morris Para—the New-York Jockey 
Club’s officials—would settle the matter. Mr. 
Hiughes did not know of the existence of any 
athletic law to prevent bookmakers from do- 
ing business at the run. 

Aithouch there may be no rule in the National 
Cross-Country Association’s laws to prevent the 
introduction of open betting at the comiug run, 
there is a section of tbe Penal Code which will 
protect amateur athletics from the evils sure to 
Yollow such an event. The section is: 

‘“‘A person who keeps any room, shed, tenement, 
tent, booth, or building, or any part thereof, or who 
occupies any placeupon any public or private 
grounds within this State with books, apparatus, or 
paraphernalia tor the purpose of recording or regis- 
tering bets or wagers or of selling pools, and any 
person who records or registers bet’ or wagers, or 
sells pools upon the result of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed, or power of endurance of man or beast, 
or upon the result of any political nomination, 
appointment, or election, or being the owner, 
léssee, or occupant of any room, shed, 
tenement, tent, booth, or building, or part 
thereof, Knowingly permits the same to be 
used or occupied for any of these purposes, or 
therein keeps, exhibits, oremploys any device or 
apparatus for the purpose of recording or registor- 
ing such bets or wagers, or the selling of such 
—— or becomes the custodian or depositary. for 

ire or rewar:}, of any inoney, property, or thing of 
value staked, wagered, or pledged upon any such 
result, 18 punishable by imprisonment for one year 
or by fine not exceeding $2,000, or both.’’ 

This law was amended py the passage of the 
Ives Pool bill in 1887, which permits betting on 
horses at tracks where racing isin progress 
between May 15 and Oct. 15 on the payment 
of 5 per cent. of the grosg gate receipts to be 
Aistributed among agricultural societies. This 
law 1s intended only for horae racing, and even 
in the season when such betting is allowed it 
could not be carried on at an athletic meeting. 

This is the first time that the question of bet- 
ting at amateur athletic games has been broucht 
up with any degree of seriousness in this coun- 
try. In England, the home of amateur athletic 
sports, the various amateur organizations have 
been contending for years. with the bookmakers, 
and hope soon to be able to drive them from the 
games, which are supposed to be attended with 
no suggestion of professional sport. It appears 
that here, however, athletics will be protected 
from the evils of open betting on the results of 
contests. Butevenif the law did not prohibit 
betting there is no reason to believe that the Na- 
tional Cross-Country Association or any otber 
amateur athletic body would tolerate anything 
of the kind. 

As for the New-York Jockey Club, Mr. T. H. 
Kock, the Secretary, told a TIMES reporter last 
eveuing that he had no idea any bovukmakers 
were planning to go to Morris Park on Satur- 
day. Moreover, Mr. Kock said, betting would 
not be allowed at any xthletic meetings held 
there, even if the Jaw would permit it, if the 
athletic organizations were opposed to such 
practices. . Morris Park, he said, would be pro- 
vided with the best equipped athletio grounds 
in this country, and it was his desire to pro- 
mote in every possible way the interest in ama- 
teur sport. 

The final arrangements for the race of Satur- 
day were completed yesterday hy a party which 
went up to Morris Park from New-York. The 
National Cross-Country Association was repre- 
sented by B. C. Willfams, its President; C. C. 
Hughes, its Vice President; J. H. Mellor, its 
Treasurer, and Will Frank, its Secretary. The 
New-York Jockey Club was represented by T. 
H. Kock, its Seoretary; Francis M. Pierson, 
Chairman of the athletic department of the 
jockey club, and Charles E, Coddington, its 
Treasurer. These spent the afternoon in map- 
ping out the elght-mile course over which the 
250 or more athletes are to run. 

The course substantially consists of a double 
circuit of the park. In each of the two circuits 
or laps the runnera will passthe grand stand 
four times, there being a double turn in the 
second half ofthe course. At no time will the 
runvers be out of sightof the grand stand ob- 
servers. 

The course is considereu to be as hard a one 
as ever was covered in @& cross-country run, 
and yesterday the Games Committee of the 
National Cross-Country Association decided to 
hold the annual team championship there on 
April 26. Before Saturday the course will be 
liberally obstructed with fences, hedges, and 
water jumps to wake the race a harder test of 
the endurance of the competitors. 





THE BLACKWELL'S ISLAND BRIDGE. 


PROPERTY OWNERS INDIGNANT AT THE 
REVIVAL OF THE BILL. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The editorial in to-day’s TIMES mentioning 
that the Blackwell's Island Bridge bill is again 
before the Legislature must have given the 
property owners who last year opposed it 
their first information that this blackmailing 
operation has been revived. We spent time and 
money last year to defeatit. Now, I suppose, 
we must do our work all over again. 

The descent from the bridge into the Fourth- 
avenue tunnel is the crudest, most childish plan 
conceivable: Engineers laugh at it. It would 
ruin this part of the city entirely. It would 
take away half the value of all residences and 
would destroy hundreds of them, reducing 
many people to beggary. This section of New- 
York would become as undesirable to live in as 
a Hudson River freight yard. The city has 
apent millions in improving Park-avenue, whion 
would all be wasted. 

In no other city in the civilized world would 
such a scheme be seriously advocated outside 
of a lunatic asylum. No property owner could 
have withdrawn his objection to it, as ita pro- 
moters claim. The statement is an impudent 
falsehood. Tne whole gang who are forward- 
ing this scheme are simply trying to geta 
charter, and then sell out to the property own- 
ers, who would be obliged to buy it to smother 
it. That any member of the Legialature should 
vote for such a scheme shows uader what care- 
less or ignorant or venal conditions our laws 


are made. 


This unknown adventurer goes to Albany and 
asks assistance in spreading a blight over one 
of the few parts of New-York still desirable for 
residences; and the people we elect and pay to 
protect us promptly assist this man in carrying 
out his scheme, if welived in Dahomey or 
Zululand [ suppose we should have some 
Tights, but because we live in New-York we 
have to guard our homes against our own legis- 
lators as if ir war time. If we sat up with re- 
volvers in our front halls every night, the situ- 
ation would not be more uncivilized and un- 
bearable. 

We shall have to send to Albany another dele- 
gation, I suppose, and go on doingit year after 
year until our money gives out. Meanwhile, 
has THE TIMES nO power to protect us from this 
harpy ?!

AN APPEAL IN “THE PRINCE AND THE 
PAUPER” CASE OR A COMPROMISE. 


There was much speculation in theatrical 
circles yesterday as to the effect of Judge 
Daly’s decision enjoining Samuel L. Clemens, 
(Mark Twain,) Daniel Froliman, and Mra. Abby 
Sage Richardson from playing Mra Rich- 
ardson’s dramatization of Mr. Clemens’s “ The 
Prince avd the Pauper.” The piese Was pro- 
duced in Philadelphia, then at the Broadway 
Theatre here, and last week was started on a 
long tour through the United States, beginning 
at Hartford, then going to Albany, where, 8& 
the olose of the performance on Saturday night, 
the injunction papers were served. 
> The company, notwithstanding this, adhered 
to its schedule and, under advice from Manager 
Frohman, took the late train for Detroit, Miob., 
where it 18 advertised to appear to-night. 
Whether or not this engagement, as well as 
others arranged for the future, will be kept, is a 
matter of conjecture. So far as Manager Froh- 
man is concerned, he 1a very anxious to live up 
to his contracts executed with managers along 
the route. He has the sole right to produce the 
play ip this country for five years, and any 
break in his programme now means loss and 
annoyance of ‘no ordinary kind. Itis probable, 
therefore, that he will leave nothing undone to 
check the enforcement of the decision in the 
Court of Common Pleas in the suit brdught by 
the invalid hea ho gs E. H. House. 

Persons who have watched the proceedings 
in the suit closely long ago formed decided 
opinions as to the equity of Mr. House's case, 
and that his claims are not defective in law is 
evident from the findings of Judge Daly. Un- 
der the circumstances, therefore, it is possible 
thatthe chief defendant. Mark Twain, mag ac-. 
cept his defeatin the preliminary contest and 
make overtures for a fair settlement, though 
anybody who knows how contemptably mean 
Twain is iu money matters may have their 
doubts on this point. 

The exigencies of the situation leave this 
alternative as against an appeal from the de- 
cision of Judge Daly to the General Term. The 
modern Munchausen is expected to arrivein the 
city from Hartford to-day to confer with his 
counsel, Alexander & Green, and the other de- 
fendants. There may be a subsequent confer- 
ence between the lawyers‘and Morgan & Ives, 
counsel for Mr. House. 

If an appeal is decided upon by the defend- 
ants it means a protracted litigation and the 
filing of a substantial bond pending the final 
decision. At any rate, important proceedings 
of some kind must be taken to-day to enable 
Manager Frohman to do business with Mrs. 
Richardson’s dramatization of ‘The Prince and 
the Pauper.” If the company plays at Detroit 
to-night without some definite arrangement be- 
tween the parties to the suit proceedings in con- 
tempt will be in order.

CIGARMAKERS AFTER HIGHER WAGES—

the distress and misery of the working people. 
Their condition has been steadily growing 
worse since 1886. Since then the price for 
making cigar bunches has been reduced from 
$2 80 per 1,000 to $1 50 and $1 80, the price 
for rolling from 84 90 to $3, and from $5 10 to 


$3 50. There were many cases, it was said, 
where entire families worked early and late and 
could not make enough to live. 

The Committee on Ways and Means made a 
majority and minority report.

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NEGRO VBTERANS BARRED OUT | 


THE POSITION OF THE GRAND ARMY 
IN CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Maren 9.—The court-mar-, 
tial ordered by Nathaniel Lyon Post of the 
Grand Army in this city on account of dis- 
closures published in THE *NEW-YorK TmeES 


four months ago about the rejection of acol- 


ored veteran’s application for membership in 
the organization was bégun last night behind 
bolted doors, with guards inside and out, for 
the protection of the order. Ex-Senior Vice 
Commander A. M. Green, who furnished the 
facts originally to the public, is the first victim 
of the inquisition, 

Since the advice of Congressman William E. 
Simonds of this district, that one of his hench- 
men, who was dismissed from the Postal Serv- 
ies under President Cleveland, should pro- 
claim that no nexro veteran had been rejected 
by the post, the Congressman has, most unfortu- 
nately for himself, continued to have a hand in 
the trouble. The negro veterans of this dis- 
trict who have seen one of their most respect- 
able representatives rejected by the Congress- 
man’s Grand Army post for the sole reason 
thatheisa negro will be in the position to 
even scores when Mr. Simonds comes up for re- 
election in November. 

The composition of the court-martial is of 
such a-character thata man must forfeit his 
self-respect, for the time being at least, in he 
pearing before it. The Judge Advocate, who is 
one of Mr. Simonds’s henchmen, was under 
charges not many months ago for violating the 
United States mails. The President of the court 
has no standing to speak of in the community. 
A universal cry of shame would be uttered 
against him by the best friends of the Con- 
gressman the names of members 
of this star-chamber oourt were given. 
The article in THe: Times relating to the 
outrageous treatment received by the colored 
veteran ‘in the post is made one of the speci- 
fications in the charges before the court It 
will matter very little personally what becomes 
of Senior Vice Commander Green or any one 
associated with him in the controversy, but it 
will be of vital consequence to the Grand Army 
whether a man is to be court-martialed and dis- 
graced by that organization for defending the 
rights of colored veterans. 

Congressman Simonds can not escape re- 
sponsibility for the situation as it now exista. 
For three months his closest representatives in 
the Grand Army here have been keeping alive 
the quarrel over the negroveteran. The Grand 
Army of the State must be swept into the con- 
troversy. The opponents of negro veterans ab- 
stained from pusbing the court-martial while 
Gen. William H. Pierpont of New-Haven was at 
the head of the order, his position concerning the 
eligibility of negro veterans as members of 
the Grand mtg} being well understood through- 
outthe State. It will be under the commander- 
ship of Major John C. Broatch of Middletown, 
the new bead of the Grand Army of the 8tate, 
that the principle will be fought out. The at- 
titude of Major Broatch on the question will 
have to be detined in a few weeks.

NO INJUNCTION ALLOWED. 

SEATTLE, Washington, March 9.—The appli- 
cation of Byron Van Houten against the Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern Railway, Seattleand 
Eastern Construction Company, and Union 
Trust Company of New-York, to enjoin the first- 
named corporation from continuing its building 
operations, was last night decided by Judge 
Litchenberger against the plaintiff. In render- 
ing the decision the court stated that it would 
only rule upon the question of the injunction, 


leaving the mattor of frauds alleged to have 
been perpetrated by some of the officials of the 
railway Company upon certain stockholders in 
abeyance. Over $40,000 is involved in the lat- 
ter issue. 

Van Houten was one of the subscribers to 
the original stock of the Seattle, Lake Shore 
and Eastern Railway and claimed that the 
Seattle and Eastern Company was absorbing 
the Seattle, Luke Shore and Eastern Railway 
Company and thatthe Vice-President of the 
latter company was seeking to defraud all of 
tne small stockholders. The plaintiff claims that 
his interests in the railway company amount to 
over $40,000. Yhe defendant corporations, in 
answer, sought to prove that the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company was back of the 
whole proceeding for the purpose of Killing 
competition, and that Van Houten’s interests 
in the Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern Rail- 
way Company do not amount to over $10,000. 


TO PREPARE FOR THE FAIR. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 9.—The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company has for some time 
been condemning property along its route 
through this city to complete its fourth track 
improvements, and to arrange for the proposed 
elevation or depression of the road. The com- 
pany has, however, suddenly dropped the pro- 
ceedings of the last commission for condemning 
lands. It will undertake no more proceedings 
of the kind for atime at least, and this is under- 
stood to mean that the track improvements 
here are not to be made.

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TROUBLE IN NEW-UTRECHT 


—_————— 

THE LAW VIOLATED BY THE 
TOWN OFFICERS. 
{TRREGULAR WAY OF HANDLING PUBLIC 
FUNDS—A SHAMEFUL ABUSE OF OF- 

FICIAL POWER. 


Suburban politicians do not necessarily have 
éo come into the oity to learn how to conduct 
the affaira of their towns so that benefit shall 
acerue to themselves rather than to the citi- 
vons. One of the most striking illustrations of 
this truth is afforded by the government of the 
town of New-Utrecht. 

This Government became so flagrant in its 
abuse of the rights of citizens and so reekleass in 
its handling of the town’s money that auxillary 
committees of the Bay Ridge and Fort Hamil- 
ton Citizens’ Association and the Bath Beach 
Citizens’ Association were formed for the pur- 
Pose of investigating the affairs of New- Utrecht. 
These committees, acting jointly, examined the 
accounts and proceedings of the various. town 
officials who were in office Dec. 31, 1888, with a 
View of ascertaining in what manner the town 
husiness was conducted, and to what causes 
Were owing the greatly increase’ taxes of 1888. 

After taking voluminous evidence these com- 
mittees reported that for the years 1879 to 
1882, inclusive,no report from the Excise Board 
was to bs found in the Town Clerk’s oftice. In 
1883 and 1854 the Commissioners of Excise 
awoke to a sense of their duty and filed a report 
éach year. These reports balanced and were 
apparently correct. In 1885 and 1886 the Ex- 
cise Commissioners filed reports that showed a 
balance on hand of $250 for each year. But in 
1887 and 1888S there were no reports filed, 
and the Town Auditors claim that none 
was presented. In January, 1888, Super- 
visor Cornelius Fergusov, S8r., as he claims, 
sent a verbal notice by one William 
Keergan to the Excise Commissioner to pay 
over to him the exciso moneys in their 
hands, and Excise Commissioner W. H. Cropsey, 
who acted as Treasurer of the Board of Excise, 
paic over to the Supervisor $413 25, making 
his accounts balance. Commissioner Cropsey 
corroborated this and further stated that about 


December, 1888, he made several attempts to ‘ 


ay over $1,026 75, the balance in his hands, 
o the Supervisor, bat was unable to find him. 
Dn auditing day, Des. 26, the Supervisor was 

ot present, although he was a member of the 

‘own Auditors. All the Commissioners of Ex- 
pise stated that no written demand was ever 

nade upon them for excise moneys until Jan. 
ey 1 8D, when the Supervisor sent such a de- 
mand, and in accordance therewith, on Jau. 21, 
the balance, $536 75, was paid to the Super- 
visor by Commissioner Cropsey. 

The Supervisor said that he suspected that 
the full amount of exciso money had not been 
paid to him. Commissioner Cropsey stated 
that the reason why he retained the excise 
Tooneys so long was that there was an under- 
standing between him and the Supervisor that 
he should do this. The Supervisor deniei this. 
The books of the Excise Commissioners showed 
that in s majority of the settlements made by 
the Commissioners with the Supervisor the for- 
mer retained « balance, 

The Commissioners of Highways, Messra. 
Martin, Moore, and Voorbis, adiitted that ia 

ach and every year since each of them had 
een in office the board had paid for work done 
the preceding year out of the funds of the cur- 
ent year. This wasa direct violation of the 
aws of 1884. The Commissioners picaded ig- 
noracce of the law. 

The Boara of Town Auditors is composed of 
the Supervisor, the Justices of the Peace, and 
the Town Clerk. This board stated to the com- 
Inittee that it was not required to do anything 
further than to examine the accounts and 
vouchers presented and to see that they agreed. 
They actod ouly as clerks to check the ac- 
counts. This board audited and allowed 

gainst the town the bilis of the Brooklyn City 

Railroad in a suit that was queerly conducted. 
The investigating committee also found that 
the Board of Auditors habitually audited the 
accounts of the Commissioners of Highways by 
“vouchers” presented by the Commissioners, 
which do not show where and when and what 
work was done. i 

The investigation also showed that the Town 
Clerk had appointed adeputy and authorized 
him to take town papers out of the safe for 1n- 
spection, and also to receive papers for filing. 
The Lown Clerk kept no book of eutry of pa- 
pers tiled, and the committee was several times 
unable to find papers that should have been on 
file, the Clerk saying that be could not find 
them, and did not know whether or not he had 
ever received them. 

Tne auxiliary committee found that the Su- 
pervisor wade no.report to the Board of Super- 
visors in 1888 respecting the opening and grad- 
ing of Ninty-second-street, Fifth and Seven- 
teenth avenues, and Eighteenth and Cropsey 
avenues, u8 required by Section 28 of Resolu- 
tion No. 2 of the Board of Supervisors, passed 
May 29, 1884. He made a report to the Board 
of Supervisors on Jan. 17, 1889, by which it ap- 

ears that on Aug. 15, 1887, he had on hand 

1,958 08 over and above all payments to be- 
come due on Ninety-second-street avd Fifth 
and Seventeenth avenues, which, if it had been 
eredited to the town, would have reduced the 
taxes by that much. Instead of doing this he 
certified a deficiency of $8,950, an excess of 
$7 77, as shown by his own figures, which he 
declared must be raised to meet the payment 
of the principal and interest on the Eighteenth 
und Cropsey avenue bonds. 

By the same report it appears thaton Sept. 
18, 1888, he had on hand a balance of $2,864 18 
over und above all payments to become dye on 
the avenue bonds. And yet he allowed a de- 
ficiency of $8,151, certified by him the pre- 
vious August, to be included in the taxesof 
1888, which were not contirmed uud levied 
until November of that year. The Supervisor 
also admitted that lhe kept all these moneys in 
his own bank account. ‘The minutes of 
the Board of Supervisors show frequent 
instances of additions and substractions in the 
tax budgets of the town up to within a fort- 
night of the uate of confirmation and levy. He 
was Unable to account for the failura to eredit 
the town 1n 1887 with the balance on hand of 
the Ninety-second-street, Fifth and Seven- 
teenth avenue moneys. It was also found that 
the Supervisor had filed no reportin any year 
of the bonded debt of the town, although re- 
quired to do so by law. Inthe matter of the 
saie of lands for non-payment of assese- 
ments for Cropsey and LKighteenth avenues, 
the committee scented a big job The 
pale was heid Sept. 138, 1886, und was 
made by John Vanderveer, auctioneer, and, 
although advertised to be made by the Super- 
Visor, he was not there. Aceording to a written 
statement handed the committees by William 
Keegan, the Supefvisor’s clerk, of the nineteen 
pieces of land sold for Eichteenth-avenue, only 
three were not biti in by the town. In the Crop- 
pey-avenue sale every piece was bid in by the 
town. Aud yet a number of persons who were 
present at the sale made afiidavits that not 4 
single lot on either avenue was bought in by 
the town, but that the names of individuals 
Were announced by the auctioneer as pur- 
ebasers. {rho committee applied to the auctioneer 
for information, but he could not or wouid not 
give any. 

With regara to the Justices of the Peace of 
New-Utrecht, a rare state of affairs was un- 
parthed. ‘The books or the Treasurer's office 
show that no fines in criminal cases bave been 
reeeived trom any Justice of the town for two 
years, although the law requires that all suon 
fines shall be paid to the County Treasurer 
within thirty days. In explanation of this, Jus- 
tice Church said that he kept a running ac- 
oount with the town, and that the town was 
debtor to him for fees in criminal cases to an 
gmount exceeding the flues. He balanced his 
own accounts, 

The investizating committeo concluded that 
the Supervisor was accessory to the malfeasance 

f the Board of Exeise, and recommended that 
; e be inciuded as accessory in the prosecution 
© of the Excise Commissiouera. {[t was also rec- 
ommended that the Commissioners of Highways 
be prosecuted criminally and civilly for re- 
peatediy violating the law. The Town Clerk 
wae censured for his loose method of conduct- 
Ing his office. It was recommended that Jus- 
tice Church be prosecuted oivilly or erimi- 
mally, as the law wight require. It 
Was recomzoended that the Supervisor be 
prosecuted for failure to do his official duty, 
and that he be sucd for the legal interest on 
moneys thathe withheld from the town and re- 
tained in his private bank account, It is reo- 
ommended that the Town Auditors be held re- 
ppousible for the losses ineurred by the town 
iceman their carelessness and failure to per- 
form their official duty. ‘Ihe investigation 
showed that every,branch of the town Govern- 
ment, except the Board of Assessors, was guilty 
of olations of the law, but the investi- 

ating committee placed the burden of 
Glame upen the supervisor, because, a8 
phief executive and Trustee of the town, he 
had it in his power to put a stop to the 
gbuses at avy time. Instead of doing ibis, how- 
sver, he connived at the withholding of funds 
by the Excise Commissioners, was delinquent 

D the management of the funda eoming into 
his own hands, violated the resolution of the 

oard of Supervisors of 1884, and kopt tbe 
town’s moneys in his private bank account, with 
the deliberate intention, manifest in this whole 
$ystem of financiering. to retain constantly 
large sums that ought to baveé gone to the re- 
duction of taxes. The detiance of the law seems 
to haye been a matter of indifference to him. 
This is the eoncluefon arrived at by the inves- 
ticating committee, and it tixures up that in 
1888, mainiy \hroagh the action of the Super- 
visor, the taxation of tha town of New-Utrecht 
was uplawfwly increased in the sum of 
$13.751 86, 

This sum is itemized as follows: Excise 
money, 1924 08; re tye $8,151; balance 
Sasi on band, $2,864 28; judgmoat in the case 
or Brooklyn City Railroad, $96y; William Sul- 
hvan, attorney jn the same care, $175; O. Fer 
vag. Jr, servicer 48 counselor iD sAaine Gabe, 
$669 56. Itmay be mentioned that C. Fergu- 
Buu, Jr., ig a son of the Kbupoeryisor and that he 
figured prominently in many of the traneat- 
tions complained of.

STUART BOBSON 18S HAPPY. 


‘PERFECTLY DELIGHTED WITH HIS CA- 


REER AS A LONE STAR. 


Stuart Robson, for twelve years the partner 
of William H. Crane, with whom he played as a 
Joint star, but-who, like Mr. Crane, is this year 
pursuing his course as a lone star, stopped in 
New-York yesterday on his journey from Wash- 
ington to Boston, long enough to greet afew 
old friends. Mr. Robson looks almost as young 
and fresh as he did when the Robson and 
Crane partnership was first formed, and he is 
as genial, frank, and light-hearted asever. As 
he paced up and down his apartments in the 8t. 
James, arrayed in a dressing gown which made 
him look wonderfully like the Bertie of The 
Henrietta,” he gave a TIMES reporter some idea 
of his experiences during his first season as the 
single star of his own company. Mr. Robson 


moves and talks rapidly and nervously, but he 
aya a gv0d deal in a few words, and when be 
drops a subject there id no question left for his 
listener to ask, 

“I atarted my season in Chicago,” he said, 
“producing Steele Mackaye’s new play, ‘An 
Arrant Knave.’ The Chicago people and the 
Chicago papers did not like the play very well, 
and they didn’t hesitate to say so. In Cincin- 
nati and St. Louls, on the contrary, the ‘Knave’ 
pleased everybody, and the pross notices were 
very enthusiastic. My experience with the 
piay has been a inoat peculiar one. I have been 
praised to the skies in one city, and heartily 
condemned in another. Where it was liked, it 
was liked very much, and where it was not 
liked, no grace was shown it. There was no 
animus displayed in the disapproving notices, 
and have no complaint to make on 
that score. I believe the critics have been 
honest and sincere everywhere, and hage 
written just asthey felt. We used to get a new 

lay, and the verdict of the first night, gvod or 

ad, settled it furever; but I have played the 
‘Knave’ fifty times, and I haven’t found out yet 
whether it is @ success or not. My partisa 
great one in it, and financially the play has 
dune very nieely. I don’t know what the 
trouble hus been when it has not met with ap- 
proval. Sometimes I think Mackaye has gone 
over the heads of the average audience, and 
then again I think my ‘Knave’ has been handi- 
capped by the popularity of ‘The Henrietta.’ 
Iv’s a problem that I leave wiser heads than 
my own to settle. ; 

‘*Speaking of ‘The Henrietta,’ I never in my 
life had such evidence of the power of a good 
play to carry bad acting on its shoulders than 1 
aid in San Francisco. We had played the 
Saturday night previous to our opening there 
in Los Angeles, and given o hurried perform- 
ance of ‘The Henrietta’ in order to catch our 
train. But { never knew the play to be done 
better, and I felt that if we did as well for our 
opening in San Francisco the success of our 
season would be assured. Whether my ery 

ot a or what was the matter I don’t 

now, but the performance they gave for the 
first night in San Francisco was the worst [ 
ever saw. Everything went badly, and when 
the curtain fell I felt that we had played our 
last stake and had lost everything. But 
the play saved us; if was so strong in itself 
that it floated us oo to success when we would 
have been ruined with a poorer piece. Of 
course we did better the next night, and wo 
played ‘The Heurietta’ the entire three weeks 
of one season to over $29,000. The receipts of 
some of the performances exceeded any taken 
when the piece was first done by Crane and my- 
self, but of course that was n9t so all the time. 
‘The Henrietta’ is a great play, and I have 
proved it by my experience of this season.” 

“Has the season been what you expected ?” 
the reporter asked. 

«*[ have had this season only one really bad 
week, and that waseo bad that it was lg = 
funny. We gave seven performances in Mil- 
waukee, and the total receipts of the week 
were only $1,700. Tne McCaujl Opera Com- 
pany, without its prima donna—for Manola had 
left, and Josie Knzpp, one of the, chorus, was 
singing her parts—beat us in the race, for I was 
told they drew $1,900 during the week. I 
thought that very funny, and [I was willing to 
pay for thetfun. In Washington we played the 
‘ Knave’ the first week to $6,700, and ‘ The Hen- 
rietta’ last week to $8,500, and that is a fair 
sample of our business, the ‘Knave’ always 
running behind ‘ The Henristta,’ but still doing 
nicely. Iam more than satished with my busi- 
nessa.” 

“ And how do you find the change from play- 
ing with Mr. Crane to traveling as a lune star ?” 

‘**T find it delightful, as I have no doubt Crane 
does. Crane and I were together twelve years, 
and we never had an unpleasant word together; 
but he was @ younger man than I, and Iam 
naturally cranky. I think he was delighted 
when he heard of py success, and I know that 
I was more than-delighted when I learned of 
his. Hise onemeee “has been greater than he 
could have anticipated, and he has not a friend 
in the world more heartily glad of it than I am. 
But suppose we had remained together, and our 
joint season had resulted as bie has, or as wy 
own has. He and I would each have made only 
half the money we now have, and the glory— 
whieh is more than moaoy to an earnest actor— 
would have been divided. I think our 
separation was a great thing for both of 
us. We can each play to less money and 
still make more than we could together, 
and I know that Crane has layed to 
more than Robson and Crane, For the mane- 
gers of the country ourseparation was a sod- 
sond, and they are all delighted over it, for now 
they get two good companies instead of one. 
You often wonder how it is that poor attrac- 
tions secure time in first-class theatres. It is 
easily expiained. There are not first-class at- 
tractions enough to go around, and the theatres 
have to be kept open with something. Crane and 
Iby ourseparation have provided one more good 
attraction, and managers owe us a debt of grat- 
itude which [ predict, ‘without fear of contra- 
diction,’ they will never pay us.”

SOUDDERS ZEAL. 


HIS CIRCULAR ABOUT JERSEY CITY 
CAUSES SHARP CRITICISM. 


The Rev. John L. Scudder of the Congrega- 
tional Tabernacle in Jersey City has thought- 
lesely brought a hornets’ nest of criticism upon 
his head. He isthe enthusiastic promoter of a 
movement to erect 8» mammoth church build- 
ing in Jersey City, at a cost of $100,000, and ip 


soliciting aid he sent out a cireular that has of- 
fended the people of two other churobes in the 
immediate vicinity of his, he circular reads, 
in part: 

“*Of all the woe-begono, God-forsaken places in 
America, Jersey City takes the lead.’ Such was 
the remark recently made to the writer by a gentile- 
man in New-York, and such is the pessimistic and 
openiy-expressed opinion of multitudes of our own 
inhabitants. Here is a city with very little public 
spirit. We have been rum-ridden for so many years 
that municipal pride has long since departed, and 
in the lower portion of the city the amount of vice 
and drunkenness is simply appalling. In one neg- 
lected district, containing a population of 40,000 
people, there is no Protestant church besides our 
own, With tho exception of one amall Methodist 
church and an Episcopal church now in a moribund 
condition. Two churehes, once strong and infiu- 
ential, have lately given up the ghost, and a recent 
attempt to resuscitate one of them has proved a fail- 
ure. Times have sadly changed.” 

The small Methodist churoh referred to is 
Trinity, on York-gtreet, and the Episcopalian is 
St. Matthews’s, on Sussex-street. The Rev. Mr. 
Nook, rector of St. Matthew’s, refused to talx 
about tbe circular, and the Rev. Mr. Crawford of 
Trinity thought that Mr, Scudder had thought- 
lessly misrepresented his church. 

The Rev. Mr. Scudder says that he had noidea 
of offending any one by the ciroular, but it has, 
at the same time, aroused considerable discus- 
sion amoung church people in the oldest section 
of the city.

MKS. FLACK WAS MISSING. 


SHE IS SAFE NOW, BUT MR. GOFF WAS 
STARTLED. 


Assiatant District Attorney Goff, who has 
charge of the prosecution in the case of the 
people against James A. Flack, was very disa- 
greeably startled early yesterday morning. 
During the day previous, as has already beon 
reported, Mrs. Flaok, who, of course, is the chief 
witness against her hifsband, had come to the 
city under the protection of Detectives Yon 
Gerichten and Kiernan and had paid a visit to 
the District Attorney’s office in company with 
her own private counsel, Treadwell Cleveland. 
After this interview she had taken a car, osten- 
sibly for Kast Fifty-tifth-street, where her niece, 
Mrs. Bingham, resides, ana whither she had 


promised Mr, Goff that she would go to pass the 
night and Sunday. In this way it hud been 
hoped that she would be protected, as far as 
possible, from the assiduous and continual at- 
tempts that are being made to influence her as 
to hér attitude in the coming trial, as well ss 
from other annoyances. 

At about1:30 yesterday morning Assistant 
District Attorney Goff was aroused from his 
bed by a messenger, who announced that Mrs. 
Flack had not yet arrived at Mrs. Bingham’s, 
whither she had started so long before, and 
that some anxiety was felt in regard to her. 
This news did not serve to make Mr. Goff’s 
night’s rest any more pleasant, as the thought 
could not help coming to his mind that Mra. 
Flack haa been in some manner spirited away 
by those interested in suppressing her testi- 
mony, and that she would vot be within the 
jurisdiction of the court to-day when the trial 
came uD. E 

Early in the forenoon, thorefore, Mr. Goff 
eee. off on a@ search for his important wit- 
ness, She had not been at Mrs, Binzham’s— 
that was ascertained beyond doubt—although 
much of her clothing and baggage is there. 
From one place to another went the anxious 
lawyer, carefully investigating every possible 
clue to the missing woman’s whereabouts. At 
about noontime he discovered her 1n the house 
of Marshal J. M. Hill, 215 East Fifty-first- 
street. Hill’s family is said to be connected 
with that of Sheriff Flack, and Mr. Goff deter- 
mined toinduce Mrs. Flack to go somewhere 
else to pass the remainder of the interval before 
the trial. 

Mr. Goff said last evening: ‘I was very much 
relieved, of course, to find that Mrs. Flack was 
still in the city, as, to tell the truth, her failure 
to appear at Mrs. Bingham’s, as had been 
agreed upon, had awakened some very serious 
apprehensions in my mind. You know that the 
distance across the river to Jersey is a very 
short one. As to our interview, [ would rather 
say nothing at present, At any rate, she con- 
cluded to go with me, and she is now, Iam 
happy to say, so placed that no undue influence 
will be brought to bear upon her. Ido not care 
to say anything further as to her eituation at 
present, AllI can add is that she is now safe 
in the hands of friends in this city, and that she 
will be witbin reach when the case comes up 
for trial to-morrow. Her personal examination 
may not take place for a day or two yet, but 
when the time comes she will be there.” 

It issafe to assume that no further attempts 
to get Mrs. Flack out of the State will be made 
without the District Attorney’s office being im- 
mediately informed thereof. [tis understood 
that detectives have been instructed to watch 
for any such move in the future. 

At Marshal Hill’s house last evening all 
knowledge of Mrs. Flack’s having been there 
during the preceding night was disclaimed and 
nothing could be learned of the mannerin 
which she had been induced to come there, 





METROPOLITAN THROAT HOSPITAL. 

The annual report of the Metropolitan Throat 
Hospital for the treatment of diseases of the 
nose and throat, at 351 West Thirty-fourth- 
street, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1889, shows 
that 905 patients who had never visited the 
hospital before were treated during that year. 
Since the establishment of the institution, 
74,840 visits have been received from 10,941 
patients. Relief inthe cispensary department 
is freely extended to underpaid olerks, shop 
girls, sewing women, domestics,.and others, 
who, while they do not properly come under 


the head of indigent poor, are not able to pay 
for special treatment. The work of the insti- 
tution is strictly non-sectarian. The buildiag 
which it now occupies is the gift of John D.

on this subject issued, A committee, of which 
Charles A, Moore and William H. Williams were 


the most active members, was recently ap- 
pointed to consider the proposition to favor a 
general reorganization, and itis the report of 
this committee that is now made public. After 
detailing the obiect of the committee’s appoint- 
Ment the address says: 


‘In the recent factional disturbances which have 
brought discredit not upon the Republican Party, 
but upon the individuals concerned therein, this 
vlad has taken no part. 

‘*We believe that the great mass of Republicans 
are reputable, self-respecting, pang ey men, to 
whom their party signifies more than the means for 
grt ying personal am bition or an unseemly scram- 

le for the spoils of office. To them, through its 
membership, this club appeals that they will spare 
no effort in the future to the end that in the councils 
of the party the honesty, self-respect, and intelli- 
gence of the party shall at all times exert a con- 
trolling influence. 

**We appeal to the patriotism of our fellow-Re- 
publicans rather than to their partisanship. We 
wish to aid and strengthen the Kepublican Party, 
not to disrupt it. We would endeavor to pring to 
its support every element that can contribute to 
ita honor, its power, and its prosperity. 

“We recognize that the only, practical remedy for 
any abuses of which we may havecause to com- 
plain, as woll as the most efficient aid in obtaining 
the highest results from party organization, is un- 
ceasing fidelity to the primary duties of citizenship, 
Citizens who take no part in primary elections have 
noright to complain of tne outcome of those elec. 
tions, and we urge the membership of this club to 
bear in mind at all times that no more responsible 
duty devolves upon them than that of enrolling 
themselves in the ward association and of exerting 
their influence upon their friends and neighbors to 
do the same,” 


An influential member of the club said yester- 
day that he and his fellow-members did not 
mean to stop with the issuing of a circular, but 
intended to exert their influence in every pos- 
sible direction to compel the men who hare 
been mismanaging affairs during the past year 
to cet out, and he said: 

“I don’t care to reflect upon Franklin Wood- 
ruff or Naval Officer Willis, but their methods 
have not been exuccessful. This club has re- 
formed local politics before now and it can do 
itagain. It put forward Seth Low and most 
thoroughly buried Isaac 8. Catlin. We can re- 
tire a Woodruff or a Willis if we have the popu- 
lar support, and of that I have no doubt just at 
present.”

Mrs, Harris says her husband 
has been studying a great deal of late and has 
beon troubled with severe headaches, which at 
times caused him to show symptoms of insan- 
ity. She attributes his disappearance to this 
altliction.
